A mooting of the common council was 
held Monday evening in the council 
chamber at City Hall, with President 
George A. Mead in the chair. 

Tho order for a healing Oat, 5 and 12 
on taking 1 ind for sewers between Carl- 
ton and Emerson street was adopted in 
concurrence. 

An order for the construction of a 
sower on Arlington street came down 
from board of aldermen. 

Councilman Bothfeld thought an ex- 
planation of the order in question should 
l*e made before tho council. The order 
asking for permission to construct a 
sower on Arlington stieet was not pre- 
sented to the board of aldermen until 
after tho sewer had been put in and the 
work nearly completed. The sower 
committee did not favor the order and | 
had not, to his knowledge acted upon it, 
but it was presented and passed the 
board. Tho members of the sewerage 
committee having seats in the common 
council received no notice of a meeting 
for the purpose of considering the pres- 
entation of the Arlington street order to 
lie board, and were unaware of the 
order until it appeared iu the board. “I 
hardly know from what cause such a thing 
should occur," said the councilman from 
Ward Seven. “Whether from haste in con- 
structing the sewer or the thoughtless- 
ness of the chairman iu calling the com- 
mittee.” “The members of the common 
council should be allowed to do their 
part in the various committees on which 
they are supposed to serve, and it is un- 
just to the abuttors to give them no 
opportunity for a hearing before laying 
the sewer. The members of the cotu- 
mon counoil have a perfect right to de- 
mand courteous treatment in committee 
affairs.” 

A recommendation was received for 
water main on Florence near Boylstou 
street, from the board of health. 

Petitions were received for street light 
corner of Webster and Waltham streets; 
for sidewalk grading and construction ou 
Judkins and Jefferson streets; for pro- 
per drainage of Irving street; for street 
light ou Pearl near Jewett stieet; cross- 
walk corner of Pearl and Thornton 
streets; for fire alarm signal box corner 
of Woodward and Chestnut streets; for 
street light on Ilyde street, and for side- 
walk on Park and Elmwood streets. 

Councilman Moultou said that Hyde 
street had not been accepted as a street 
by the city, although it was now thickly 
populated and many fine residences were 
there erected. The street has no lights 
and is very dark. The city has hereto- 
fore refused to take action toward ac- 
cepting the street, although petitions 
have beeu sent in and it was quite 
necessary that lights should be placed 
there. 

Considerable concurrent business was 
disposed of and the council adjourned at 
T.J'i after a 20 minute session.

LITTLE TRIP TO CONCORD.

Mrs. Harrison graciously acknowl- 
edged the houor and waved her handker- 
chief in response to this expressive greet- 
ing, and Baby McKee seemed highly de- 
lighted with being showered with flow- 
ers by the children. 

After luncheon at the residence of Mrs. 
Lothrop the party started off agaiu aud 
visited the Sleepy Hollow cemetery, the 
battle ground of the revolution and the 
old North bridge, the Myiute man and 
its inscriptions, the abode of the Concord 
school of philosophy, the old manse and 
the house of Mr. Davis aud its rare col- 
lection of revolutionary and other relics. 

The party returned on an early train to 
Waltham, and were driven thence to tho 
Woodland Park Hotel at Auburndale. 

Sunday Mrs. Harrison and Mr. and Mrs. 
McKee, accompanied by Mr. Moses W. 
Richardson, attended divine service iu 
the Old South Church, Boston. The 
party were driven to church in a landau 
drawn by black horses. The route from 
the Woodland Park Hotel was through 
Fuller and Homer streets to Newton 
Centre, tlicMice via Beacon street and 
Commonwealth avenue to the Back Bay 
district, returning through Longwood, 
Brookline and the Newtons. 

The Harrison party occupied Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s pew during the services. The 
pulpit was occupied by Rev. Josiali 
Strong of New York city, aud a special 
musical service, prepared by Organist 
Carr, was finely rendered, the vocal num- 
bers being admirably executed by the 
quartet choir.

The annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Library Club was held at Salem, 
Thursday, Sept. 24. A program of en- 
tertainment had beeu prepared by a com- 
mittee representing the Salem Athe- 
lenutn, the Peabody Academy of Science, 
the Law Library, the Essex Institute and 
the Public Library. <)u arrival of the 
traiu from Boston the party was escorted 
to the Public Library, where an hour 
was spent in looking over the Library 
and its methods. At 11 a. m. barges 
were provided for a drive to the various 
places of histone interest in the city. 
Pickering House, built iu 1051 and noted 
as the birthplace of Col. Timothy Picker- 
ing was passed, als > the High and Nor- 
mal schools, and the Roger Williams 
House, built before 1034. At the court 
house the paity looked upon the Witch- 
craft records, and Hunt's portrait of 
Chief Justice Shaw, among other his- 
toric relics. At Turner street the visi- 
tors were taken into the quaint old house 
built about 1080, the favorite haunt of 
Hawthorne, and known as the “House of 
the Seven Gables.” After passing the 
custom house and Hawthorne’s birth- 
place the company visited tho Peabody 
Academy of Science and its interesting 
Natural History collections. The Essex 
Institute was next inspected with its 
historic relics, portraits, M.*s., etc. Some 
of the party entered tho Old First Meet- 
ing bouse where Roger Williams held his 
ministry in J(1J4, and which was opened 
witji a key large enough to have been a 
small pistol. At 1 p. in. a sumptuous re- 
past was served, to which the guests did 
ample justice, and at 2 o'clock the busi- 
ness meeting of the club was held iu the 
Salem Athemeum on the spot where the 
historiau, Win. II. Prescott, was horn. 
The stipt i intendeut of the Salem schools, 
Wm. A. Mo wry, delivered an address on 
“The Public Library and tho Schools,” 
and tho meeting closed with a discussion 
ou the same subject. The day proved a 
most interesting one to all attending the 
meeting, the attendance being one of tiro 
largest in the annals of this orguniz ition 
aud it was the unanimous wUh that 
there were some way of showing appre- 
ciation of the hospitality and kindly 
courtesy which had beeu extended.

ALLEN ON THE SALT TARIFF. 

HIS STATEMENTS DON’T SEEM TO AGREE 
WITH THE FACTS. 

To tlio Editor of the Ilorald: 1 notice 
in tlio report of tlio speech of the Re- 
publican candid itt*, Mr. Charles II. Alien, 
tho following with regard to the duty on 
salt: 

You know the case of salt, bectuso it is fn- 
lnlliar to you. Before 1801 wo did not hive a 
pound of salt In this country, it was nil import 
o*l, nml salt was wort it §2 50 por barrel. 

IIo then argued tlmt tlio tariff has low- 
ered the prico of salt to the present rates. 

If Mr. Alton iutouds to entor iuto a 
joint debate with Gjv. Russell on the 
tariff issue, would it not bo well for him 
to enter into some investigation of tho 
salt industry? If ho caros to make 
such inquiry ho will find : 

1. As far back as 1774 there woro 
flourishing salt works at Harwich, Fal- 
mouth, Barnstable aud other towns on 
Cape Cod. 

2. In 1S02 tho sail works of Barn- 
stable represented a capital of $1:10,000, 
yielding a net profit of 2.7 per cent. 
There were then 100 salt works in Barn- 
stable county alone. In 1S00 tho Ononda- 
ga salt works of New York produced 
300,000 bushels annually. 

:}. In 1820, $777,000 was invested in 
tho salt industry in Massachusetts alone. 
Iu 1820, 4,113,000 bushels of salt were 
manufactured in tho United States. 

So much as to statistics; now as to 
prices, iii England, at the works, salt is 
sold at about one-half tho average price 
of American salt, but so high is tho pro- 
portion of cast of packing and trans- 
portation to value, that uot a pound can 
bo imported, even duty free. 

The tariff on salt was never needed for 
protection to our salt manufacturers; it 
simply has served as protection to the 
combines and trusts which our manu- 
facturers have been able to form under 
the sheltering wiug of “protection.” 

So groat was this monopoly that Sena- 
tor Halo of Maine, iu 1871, said to Cou- 
gress: “l believe this article should go 
on the free list; that the monopoly 
which has obtained heretofore in the 
Onondaga (Syracuse)salt works— as great 
aud comploto as any monopoly ever 
granted by the Tudors in England’s 
most despotic times — should cease.” 

James A. Garfield called tlio attention 
of Congress to tho fact that foY two 
years American salt was sold in Toronto, 
Can., for $1 a barrel less than on tho 
New York side of the lake. 

Both Senator Hale and Congressman 
Garfield voted in 1871 to put salt on tlio 
free list, and iu 1SS0 Levi 1\ Morton, tho 
present Vice- President voted to the same 
effect. 

In late years tho intense competition 
of the western salt mines has pulled 
down prices, but the duty is still a 
heavy burden on the farming classes of 
our people, who, becauso of cortaiu 
chemical properties, must uso foreign 
salt, and the duty increases tho prico to 
them. 

Tho farmer who raises tho dairy pro- 
ducts has to pay this itibroased cost; also 
the meat packors aud fishermen for cur- 
ing their fish. 

But by a beneficent clause in our tariff 
the fishermen can import this salt in 
bond, and the moat packers can have the 
duty they pay refunded tor tho moat ex- 
ported. 

Thus this duty is a hardship on tho 
dairy farmer. Even near Syracuse, N.Y., 
where the best American salt is found, 
the dairy farmers— representing a vast 
industry— have to buy foreign salt, be- 
cause of its peculiar properties. 

If the duty is refunded to tho fisher- 
man and meat packer, should it uot also 
bo released to tho tanner? 

Perhaps Mr. Allen will answer this 
question in his uuxt lecture on tlio salt 
industry. Charles S. Hamlin.

Both 
were testified to by ladios. Tho firs: was 
iu tho case of a lady preparing to refur- 
nish her house with carpets. She went 
to one of the host known carpet stores in 
Boston. “You used to sell me bargains 
iu carpets,” said she, ‘‘have you any 
now?” Tho salesman smiled. “The day 
of bargains in carpets is over.” said lie. 
“The McKinloy tariff finished that.” 
she roportod that at homo. Her husband 
subsequently asked what the rise iu the 
price of carpets had been, and was told 
that it was from 10 to 20 per cent. Tho 
other instance was when a lady went to 
purchase an articlo of attire at a loading 
ary goods .store of Boston. “Wo used 
to warrant those goods to you,” said tho 
clerk. “Wo don't do it now. They are 
made of inferior quality. The manu- 
facturers do this to get them into our 
market, ami oven then wo shall have to 
charge you an advanced price. Tlio Mc- 
Kinley tariff has done this.” These two 
iustauccs, we think, will answer for an 
hour’s observation. It will be borne iu 
mind, us shown iu the latter case, that 
when prices are sometimes kept down 
the public suitors in tho quality being 
reduced. Wo have reason to believe that

P. Pea- 
body, Celia Richmond, Caroline E. Con- 
dit, Mary Grant Major and L. J. Biidgc- 
niau. Wide Awake’s piospcctus for 1802 
is a brilliant one. 

TOPICS OF THE MONTH. 

The principal topics of the month have 
been tho frec-coinage agitation, apropos 
of tlio platforms of different Stato con- 
ventions; the death of Lowell; the bank- 
ing sysfotn. sinco Unitod States bonds 
are so nearly all redeomed; and the con- 
dition of the farmer and tho great crop 
outlook. 

The Forum for October presents dis- 
cussions of all these iu three articles:— 
Archdeacon Farrar writes “An English 
Estimate of Lowell;” Edward Atkinson 
on “The Real Meaning of tho Froe-Coin- 
age Agitation;” the Hon M. 1). Harter, 
member of Congress from Ohio, explains 
“A Plan for a Permanent Bank System,” 
by substituting good State, municipal, 
and railroad bonds for Government 
bonds— a plan that deserves the atten- 
tion of all students of finance. Tnero 
are also many other articles of interest. 

THE ATLANTIC. 

The October Atlantic is an uuusunlly 
good number, its traditionally high lit- 
erary standard being fully maintained, 
and more than tho usual nunibor of arti- 
cles will attract special attention. That 
by Colonel Thomas Wentworth Iliggin- 
son, on “Emily Dickenson’s Letters,” is 
especially notable, and Colonel Iliggin- 
son is hero at his best. Tho tribute to 
the memory of tlio late James Russell 
Lowell by his old friend, I)r. Oliver Weu- 
dell Holmes, is especially tender and 
touching, and tho articlo on General 
Thomas, by Henry Stoue, will be read 
with great interest as a supplement to 
llio recent panel- on “General Sherman, 
by Mr. John C. Ropes. “The House of 
Martha,” by Frank R. Stockton, reaches 
a happy conclusion. “The Ascetic Ideal,” 
by Miss Proctor ami Miss Dodge, is an 
exceedingly interesting paper on Saint 
Jerome. The paper on “The Cave- 
Dwellers of the Confederacy,” and two 
biographical sketches— one” a notice of 
the late Sir John Macdonald, the Cana- 
dian statesman, by Martin J. Griffin, and 
tlio other of that modern Erasmus, Igna- 
tius von Dollitiger, by E. P. Evans- 
should not bo forgotten. “Mr. Howell’s 
Literary Creed,” tho closing paper of 
the number, is a piece of clover literary 
criticism. 

NEW ENGLAND MAGAZINE. 

Mrs. Wells treats a loss difficult if uot 
a more popular subject iu her gracoful 
paper on “ l’he Biass Cannon of Campo- 
bello,” contributed to the New England 
Magazine. Many persons may be un- 
aware that until within ten years, when 
her ancestral islaud was sold by Mrs. 
Robinson- Owen, the Government of Cam- 
pobello was semi- feudal, aud that Ad- 
miral Owen and his descendants had a 
most loyal tenantry to deal with. The 
devotion shown by them at the time of 
tho admiral’s death is well remembered 
by people living along tbo Canadian bor- 
der, aud Mrs. Wells paper relates to a 
still more touching evidence of it given a 
year ago in tho reception of young Arch- 
ibald Cochrane, great-grandson of the 
admiral and a midshipman in tho Eng 
lish navy. The boy was accompanied to 
Campobollo liv Bishop Medley, tho ven- 
erable metropolitiau of “The Church wf 
England in Canada,” and a great part in 
tho occasion was played by tho brass 
cannon which had been taken from the 
Spaniards by tlio middy’s famous ances- 
tor. Tho articles in tho magazine are 
“A Pan-Republic Congress,” by E. P. 
Powell; “Edward Burgess and His 
Works,” by A. G. McVoy; and “Tho Uni- 
versity of California,” by Charles How- 
ard Sbitin. 

HARPER’S MAGAZINE. 

Harper’s for October opens with the 
first of two papers by Constance Fon i- 
moro Woolson, on “Cairo iu 1800,” and 
is finely illustrated, and this is followod 
by another illustiatcd article on “The 
Art Students’ Loaguoof Now York,” by 
Dr. John C. Van Dyke.

A 
grand mooting it, proved to ho, too, with 
an audionco of nonrly a thousand people, 
to whom Mr. Yatman preached a mag 
nilWont “victory” sermon from the 
twelfth chapter of Romans. 

Like the previous Sunday, this proved 
to bo a busy ono for Mr. Yatman. 

Ucsidos proaching at the morning ser- 
vice and addressing the Sunday school in 
the Baptist church of West Newton, and 
conducting tho Farewell Mooting, which 
w.is followed by a brief after meeting, 
Mr. Yatman gavo the boys an interesting 
talk in Eiiot lower hall at throe o’clock, 
addressed tho Men’s Miss Meeting in the 
upper hall at four, and spoke at the Un- 
ion Young People s Meeting in tho Meth- 
odist church at 0 30. 

Of all his addresses during the two 
weeks ho was in Newton probably that 
given Sunday afternoon at tho men’s 
meeting under tho title “Lamb or Tiger, 
Which?” was tho most effective. Al- 
though tho titlotnay have Beomod some- 
what sensational to Newton people, the 
addross was anything but that, being 
simply a ni )st solemn and impressive 
Bible talk. 

And as ho urgod upon his hearers the 
importance of taking into their Tiger life 
of sin the spiritual life of tho Lamb of 
God; loaving tho Tiger naturo to starve; 
instead of trying to got food enough for 
tho Lamb in the one day, while the Tigor 
was heartily fed through all the other 
six, there were many tear dimmed eyes 
to be seen and men opened their hearts 
to receive Christ. 

Mrs. Kress’ singing continued ns sweet 
and effective as usual, although through 
tho last woek tho effect of tho constant 
demand upon hor physical strength was 
traconblo in hor face. 

While considerable unfavorable criti- 
cism of efforts of this kind is always to 
bo expected, probrbly less has been 
heard regarding Mr. Yatman’s work 
than that of any evangelist who has la- 
bored in this vicinity for many years, for 
in all his meetings he so honestly tried 
to make his hearers lose sight of man 
and methods, and think only of sin and 
salvation, as to disarm criticism.

We wish to pay a reasonable fee for 
the privileges we ask for. 

Nearly all of these boys were led to ac- 
cept Christ through the boys’ meetings 
of the past two weeks. 

The directors of the Association have 
called a special meeting for Saturday 
night, to take aetjon regarding the 
petition. 

Meanwhile the boys under guidance of 
some of tho voting men held a very inter- 
esting half hour Praise Meeting at T.lo 
Wednesday evening, and are to have a 
Gospel meeting Sunday at three.

20 years old commanded a ship engaged in 
foreign trade. During his travels lie visit 1 
nearly every part of the known world and 
entered nearly every port, retiring from 
the sea with a handsome competency in 
1.-83, after a senfnring life of 25 consecutive 
years. After his retirement lie. bee mie en- 
gaged in business at Middleboro for a few 
years, but becoming dissatisfied .-old out 
nis interest and soon after purchased the 
Auburndale coal business, which he lm> 
successfully carried on for the past live 
years. The deceased was married to Miss 
Man* Tucker, daughter of Svdnev Tucker 
of Mlddlelmro, in 1871, and a widow and n 
son survive him. Mr. Baker was a 
man of unusually genial, sunny nature, 
w hich won him hosts of true friends ana 
his pleasant, cordial and hearty greeting 
will he saillv missed. He was :t man o. 
unerring fidelity, honest and upright in all 
liis dealings and one in whom perfect con- 
fidence was renosed by all who had busi- 
ness relations with him.

MONEY NEEDED, 

Tho gouerous people of Nowton should 
seriously consider tho condition of the 
Cottage Hospital. It is $0000 in debt, is 
filled with patients, and all agree that it 
was nover doing such a good work for 
tho poor and the suffering as at present. 
Contributions aro urgently needod, that 
bills long due may be paid, and that tho 
trustees may bo freed front tho worry and 
trouble caused by tho lack of funds. It 
is our only public charity, and every 0110 
in Newton ought to feel a special interest 
in its succoss. There is hardly a person 
in Nowton who could not send at least a 
dollar towards the payment of tho debt, 
and if all would take hold and give what 
they could afford, tho dobt would bo 
paid many times over, 

Mr. George S. Bullous of Newton is the 
treasurer, to whom money can be sent. 
This is home missionary work of tho 
noblest kind, but it cannot go on without 
funds, and tho trustees who give so gen- 
erously of thoir time ought not to bo 
obliged to pay bills out of their own 
pockets, as many of thorn have had to 
do, rather than let the creditors wait. 

In regard to the hospital itself, it may 
bo said that never before in its bistory 
was it so etlicioutly managed, and every 
day shows tho wisdom of adding tho 
four medical mem.bers to the executive 
board. Tho matron herself bears testi- 
mony to this and find their ready advice 
and assistance of the greatest benefit. 
It brings tho* medical men in closer touch 
with the work, and is regarded as tho 
ideal system of hospital management. 

There aro now twelve pupil nurses in 
the training school, and this department 
is proving of great importance to the 
hospital. There aro more demands from 
about the eity for trained nurses than j 
the hospital can supply, and the nurses 
are proving a source of revenue to the 
hospital. Tho greatest harmony prevails 
all through the hospital management 
and tho one thing needed is money. 

Tho poor and the sica we have alway 


loading people to think for themselves, 
and not to blindly follow any leaders. 
Any thing which amuses tho thinking 
faculty in man is of benefit, and adds to 
tho intelligence of tho world. We have 
Romo renders who tell us they always 
skip tho GiiArmc’s Tariff Reform 
column, as they would any other hi is- 
phomy, but the groat majority rend it, 
because any tnnn who wishes to bo in- 
telligent must know whntcan bo said on 
both sides of the tariff question. Those 
who aro in tliis frame of mind will ho 
interested in tho extracts from Mr. Has- 
kell's address, which are given in auothor 
column. 


The success thnt has attended the 
Newton Club as an organization fully 
realizes tho expectations of its founders. 
It is proving of great value, socially, in 
wiping out all ward distinctions and 
making Newton one united city, and it 
also furnishes a convenient place to en- 
tertain distinguished strangers, as in tho 
reception to Mrs. Ilnrrison and the din- 
ners to the prominent political speak- 
ers who have visited Nowton recently. 
In other ways it is proving of value, ns 
tho club attracts desirable residents to 
Nowton, and in a number of rcccut 
cases gentlemen would have gone to 
Brooklitio instead of coming here had it 
not boon for the Nowton Club and the 
advantages it offered. With its now 
building the club's field of usefulness 
witl bo enlarged, and, to help on the 
work, it is hoped that the Club fete next 
week will be a brilliant success financi- 
ally, as it is certain to be socially. 


The Boston Merchant’s Association at 
its meeting on Wednesday, followed the 
action of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, and passed a resolution call- 
ing for the immediate repeal of tbo 
present silver law, which compels the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
monthly, as it is dangerous to public wel- 
fare. The resolution was presented by 
Mr. J. It. Lccsou, chairman of; tho 
executive committee, and was adopted 
with only one dissenting vote. A reso- 
lution was also passed in regard to the 
delay in foreign mails. 


The Food and Health Exposition is the 
great objoct of attraction in Boston now, 
and no one should fail to visit the Me- 
chanics’ Building at least once. The food 
producers of the couutryhave done their 
utmost to get up an interesting display, 
and from all accouts a wonderful display 
is given.

Sirinr Rose Gertrude* writes to uh as 
followR from Honolulu: “Dr. Lutz, the 
eminent dermatologist, who has studied 
tlio iliso/iao of leprosy in Brazil for ten 
yearfl, has already effected Rome wonder- 
ful improvements in the patients under 
his care at Kalilii, and the people do not 
know how to he grateful enough to him 
for his affectionate eare and indefatiga- 
ble efforts to restore them to health. 

"‘Indeed the government has received 
numerous petitions to nominate Dr. 
Lutz as president of the Hawaiian board 
of health, to give him the charge and 
control of all the lepers or suspects, and. 
although these are all tabled, it is curi- 
ous to Ree sueff demonstrations in a peo- 
ple who, as a rule, are eminently op- 
posed to treatment by foreign doctors. 
Dr. Lutz is also an enthusiastic bacteri- 
ologist, and it may be hoped that ere 
long a prophylaxis and theropeutics of 
leprosy may 1 m* made known to the 
world by him which will prove more 
efficacious than the means hitherto em- 
ployed by either scientists or soi-disant 
doctors or leper carers.” — Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. 

Kill'd by I.ltflitnlnn 111 an Open Field. 

William S. Smith, of Ashleyville. was 
killed by lightning on Prospect Hill, in 
the north part of West Springfield, some 
time Saturday afternoon. Hi* left his 
house early in the afternoon to mend the 
fence of a pasture about a mile from the 
house and carried an ax. He also had a 
dish of salt for a colt in the pasture. As 
he did not return the family became 
anxious, and sent to all the neighbors to 
learn if he had been seen. A party was 
made up, and the roadside and the fence 
lines of the pasture were searched, but 
without success. Another party started, 
out and the body was found between 8 
and 9 o’clock in an open pasture adjoining 
the Smith lot. A deep wound on the 
head she— ,*d where the bolt of electricity 
stniclc him. and passing down his body 
burned it badly. His hat and one shoe 
were torn to pieces. There was a small 
hole several feet deep in the ground at 
his feet. — Springfield Republican 


llnp KuIhIiu; Is a Gamble. 

“Hop raising is the height of gambling 
in the agricultural line,” remarked Mr. 
J. D. Her, the well known brewer. “I 
have seen hops sell for 8 cents a pound, 
and I have seen them sell for $1.50 per 
pound. Some hop raisers have made 
$•’,000 and $5,000 per acre; others have 
lost about as much. It is abo^it as risky 
as horse racing, and hop raising hasn’t 
half the elements of fun that can be 
found in popular sports. This year hops 
are bringing about 55 cents per pound, 
and are still going up. Drought, frost 
and damp weather are some of the 
causes of the failure of the crops. If 
some satisfactory way could bo invented 
of keepiug hops from year to year the 
range of prices would not be so great, 
but until this can be accomplished the 
growing of hops will continue to make 
some men poor, others rich."— Kansas 
City Times. 

A Water Hun Street Car. 

A company of St. Louis men has jnst 
been formed for the purpose of manu- 
facturing and introducing a hydraulic 
street car motor. The pumps with 
which the hydraulic pressure is exerted 
are to be operated by electricity, and 
the hydraulic engines are to be con- 
nected directly to the axles of the trucks 
of the car, thus obviatiug the heavy 
gearing that is used in the electric motor. 

Two tanks, each containing about one- 
half barrel of water, will lu* used on 
each car. Two points of merit claimed 
for the invention over the regular elec- 
tric system are that it dispenses with 
the use of cog gearing, which wears 
rapidly and requires frequent renewals, 
and that the same derice can be operated 
with compressed air by placing receiving 
tanks for the air under the seats of the 
car. — New York Journal. 


Public Structures in DriiHsels. 

Brussels, not content with having 
more beautiful public buildings than 
any other European city save Paris, has 
now determined to rival Paris itself. 
King Leopold has just laid the founda- 
tion of an arch of triumph one-tliird 
larger than the celebrated one in Paris, 
and it is announced that this gigantic 
work will be completed bv the close of 
the century. Brussels already has the 
most monumental court house in Eu- 
rope— a magnificent pile, which cost 
vast sums of money, and which contains 
some superb halls. The Paris triumphal 
arch cost $2,000, 000; that of Brussels is 
to cost $*1,000,000. It will be richly or- 
nate with sculptures, some of which will 
be of gigantic proportions.— Chicago 
Times.

also experience gives n refutation In 
the lands where Jews have been per- 
mitted to acquire landed property, where 
they have found opportunity to devote 
themselves to agriculture, they have 
proved themselves excellent farmers. 

For example, in Hungary they form a 
very large part of the tillers of the soil, 
and this fact is acknowledged to such an 
extent that the high Catholic clergy in 
Hungary almost exclusively have Jews 
as tenants on mortmain properties, and 
almost nil large landholders give prefer- 
ence to the Jews on account of their in- 
dustry. their rectitude and their dex- 
terity These are facts tlint cannot be 
hid, an«l that have force, so that the 
anti-Semitic movement, which for a 
long time flourished in Hungary, must 
expire.

Eight colored houses and a very mixed 
and incongruous population, these aio 
one’s first impressions of El Paso, and 
being the connecting link between Texas 
and Mexico, it is one of the most inter 
eating places of a curious country, .since 
this State wns once a part of Mcxic », it 
is natural that Mexicans form a large 
shait* of its inhabitants, and Spanish, is 
commonly spoken. Since Chinamen can 
smuggle themselves over almost any part 
of a long unprotected border, it follows 
tlint Chinese men and women are numer- 
ous. Since Texas is partly a S utliem 
and partly a Western State, the other 
part of tho population is far more mixed 
than iu Colorado, for instance, for the 
settlers in that State come mainly from 
the Central and Eastern States, while 
Texas draws largely from the other Gulf 
States. 

The old name of our companion ci'.y 
across the Rio Grande is Paso del Norte, 
meaning tho pass ot the north, tins part 
of the river having been used as a pass 
to the north for centuries. In Juarez, 
as it is now called iu honor of Gen. 
Juarez, “the George Washington of 
Mexico,” the houses are well furnished 
with goods of American manufacture, 
even the poor having chairs, tables anil 
stoves, lu the interior of Mexico, how- 
ever, tho complete furniture of a house 
would bo a few vessels of baked clay, a 
cup or two and a few spoons made <»: 
gourds, and one knife— “only this and 
nothing more.” The house itself is only 
one room with one door and no window, 
mother earth for floor and for bed and 
table and chairs and even for stove. In 
such a bouse a large family may live and 
thrive. In the City of Mexico, even, the 
house is dispensed with by thousands of 
the poor, who sleep where they can and 
carry all their property in sacks on their 
backs. 

Many of the children run about naked, 
ami when able to sport clothes, a shirt or 
a pair of drawers is a full suit. The death 
rate here iu El Paso among the white 
population is said to be low tor a city of 
12, IKK), beiug only seven iu a thousand, 
while among the Mexicius here it is 
forty-nine. These figures tell the story 
of poverty, neglect and dire. The chil- 
dren are often seen eating green fruit 
and raw vegetables. The tortillas of 
corn meal and the beans arc the staple 
food, and are good, but a vast quantity 
of chile is eaten, made from the hottest 
of pepper. And when a certain Mexican 
woman was asked why she did not draw 
her water nearer her house where it ran 
clearer, she answered in Spanish, she 
preferred it “tasty.” 

Between the two cities is the only in- 
ternational horse car bridge iu the 
world — the horse being a mule. It 
would be hard to tind a town in the 
“glorious West” that has not the only 
something in the world. The West, and 
South, too, must have the superlative de- 
gree. El Paso lays claim to another 
unique distinction. The fare over the 
bridge being a dime, one may “go 
abroad” for ten cents. 

The Mexicans, though said to be de- 
scended from the Spaniards, have more 
Indian and negro blood iu them than 
Spanish, and their language is not 
Spanish, but Mexican. Then com- 
plexions are almost negro, but the chil- 
li ten are admitted to the public schools 
as whites, though the school laws com- 
pel those of “colored race” to attend 
separate schools and define coloied chil- 
dren as those “ol mixed blood,” descend- 
ed from negro ancestry to the third 
generation inclusive, although one an- 
cestor of each generation may have been 
a white person.” Some writer has said 
that “there is uot enough morality iu the 
whole nation to equal that of one old- 
time darkey.” The statement that they 
are a dishonest, immoral people made 
little impression upon me until l saw 
specific examples of their characterist- 
ics. Let me speak of one. 

Ueruadino is what is called a "roust- 
about” iu a certain office. He has uiai- 
ned this month the woman with whom 
he lias been living uncondemned by hi* 
neighbors for seven years, tue mother ot 
his three children.

On the order authorizing the hiring of 
clorical assistance for the finance com- 
mittee, Mr. Forknall asked if it was

S. Downs ami others petitioned 
for crosswalk on Boyd street. 

Messrs. Davis, Furquhar and Sheppard 
remonstrated agaiust laying a sewer on 
Pembroke st reel . 

On motion of Mr. Roffe $2500 was ap- 
propriated for the public property com- 
mittee for special purposes, viz: $0o0 
or the evading and approach to new 
Wuhan school house; $1100 for partitions 
it High school building: $250 for im- 
provements at Armory Hall; $550 for uu- 
paid bills.

HIE KL PASO SMELTER 

X1IE ASSAYING .VXD SMELTING OF ORE. — 
OXE STEP IX .MAKING A CARTWHEEL 
DOLLAR. 


It seems to me that Harper's Maga- 
zine in its series of “Great American In- 
dustries,** should have had an article 
entitled “A Silver D illar,” with illustra- 
tions of a smelter with its furnaces, and 
its men at work. All of us use silver 
money, aud siuee the McKinley bill, have 
read more or less about the high tariff on 
<sw grade lead ores and kindred subjects 
— perhaps even of the erection of five 
great smelters in Mexico, to smelt the 
ores there instead of iu this country. 
But few know how many times a piece of 
■ore is haudled between the mine and the 
■mint. 

To begin with, the ureas it reaches the 
smelter is unloaded into great bins and 
sometimes a “grab sample” for assaying 
is taken. The shoveling is done at the 
smelter where this letter is written, by 
Mexican labor, aud costs about a dollar 
a day. The sampling begins even while 
tho car is unloading, for of every five 
shovelfuls, four are taken to tho large 
bius for storage, aud one is taken to the 
sampling aud crushing department. 
There it is fod to a crusher aud broken 
into pieces about the six * of English 
walnuts. This is divided in halves and 
one half is put through the rolls, coming 
>ut much liner than before, half of this 
being u >.v tiie sample. And this process 
of reducing in coarseness and quantity 
guts on. the workman taking pains to 
mix it all properly and to have an honest 
proportion ut the coarser aud liner parts 
H the ore in each division. Indeed, so 
afraid are the miners of being cheated in 
this piocess that an agent iu their em- 
ploy is usua ly present t > see that the 
sampling is honestly done, as the miner 
s always sure his ore is richer than it i* 
found to l).*, and that the smeller is 
mxious to cheat him all it cm. The 
simp ing even has to he repeated to sit- 
isfy some owners, 

I’he sample is limlly reduced to two 
small packages of pulveiized ore of most 
in promising aspect. It may ho black a* 
oam, or yellow or red as clay, hut it 
uever looks as if there were precious 
metal in it. Both packages are sealed, 
m l one is taken by the agent of the mine 
ifieriug the ore for sale, to be given to 
auy assayer he chooses foi independent 
figures. The other is given to the smelt 
erassayci, and hi the figures he sends 
hack iii due time depend* almost every- 
thing cornu-, led w itli the business. He 
weighs ou dclioite scale* a small part of 
the * until amount sent him, aud with u 
goes tin otigli the process oi smelting in 
miniature: adding a tin x to unite with 
the worthless put of the ore aud roast- 
ing the nr x' lire in little dishes of lire 
el.iv, either s : i liters or crucibles, in Jiis 
i >% 1 1 tit tie funnies. The first piocess 
gives him all ilo- good part* of the ore in 
a “button.'* 'he worthless pail aud tlux 
having united aud funned a glassy sub- 
stance which is brittle and easily broken 
away from the button. He coojes this 
a.;. .iu a’ a bright cherry heat, which 
(hives oil the load in fumes, and then 
has a button so small it must he handled 
with pincers. This he weighs on still 
mill I rale * ales. f 

rhe a- »yer then puts this button III a 
test tube with uiii ic acid, and the silvei 
being disolvtd aud washed away, lie has 
now the pure gold contained in the tea- 


spnoi.fttl ho began work upon. One may 
ensilv see that there in little gold in so 
sm ill a quantity of ore. He washes if 
carefully out of the test tube into a tiny 
p ircohiin capsule and hies it over i 
fin me. The gold is now weighed with 
great care, and from this aeries ni c*is 
are deduced the figures he wri cs on Ins 
certificates, stating that the ore sample 
submitted to him eont fined so many 
ounces of gold and silver and such a per 
cent, load to the ton. From these figures, 
since the sample is tho ex ict average of 
the carload of me, tho smelter estimates 
the value of tho lot. and pays for it ill 
once, not paying for the gold, silver, lead, 
etc., that it actually gets out of the ore, 
but for the amount of ea fii that 'lie as- 
sayov says from his short process of an 
hour or two must he in it. 

From his figures the metallurgist also, 
knowing just what tins ore contains, 
knows jus - what lime, silica, iron, etc., 
form tho hroper llux for treating the ore 
in the furnaces, and for getting out all 
the good things the assay er put in his 
certificate. The chemist also makes Ins 
estimates from the same sample, using 
chemical processes in his laboratory to 
find the proporation of copper.silica.iron, 
lime, etc., and his figures are used by the 
metallurgist. When the metallurgist 
knows just what the ore contiirs lie 
w rites the order for the furnace foreman, 
for instance, to charge the furnace with 
so many pounds of high grade ore. so 
many of low grado ore and so m my of 
iime. won and silica for flux. The fire 
itself is made of coke and charcoal, about 
one seventh of a charge being fuel. 

Tho amount of each thing to he put 
into the furnace is uow weighed in hand 
cars which are put on an elevator and 
carried to the llnor above, where the fur- 
nace is fed, though all smelting pto- 
ducts are drawn off below. Tho El Faso 
smeller has seven furnaces about twenty- 
eight feet high. The contents of tho 
hand ears are shovelled into what seems 
to be a smoky, dusty hole in tho floor, 
but this is really the top of the furnace. 
As the ore and tlux become reduced by 
the action of heat and gases, tho lead is 
first separated from the rest, and having 
a great affinity for silvei’ and gold, it falls 
down like fine rain, bringing the precious 
metals with it. About every five min- 
utes the slag is drawn off at the bottom, 
the tap hole being opened and the slag 
bubbling and pouring out a white heat. 
It falls into slag pots holding about two 
hundrid pounds, which are on wheels 
and are drawn out by men known as “pot 
pullers,” who do only this work. 

The pot is drawn just outside the 
building and allowed to stand till a black 
crust forms ou the top, so that it can he 
safely pulled further away to the “dump.” 
There it stands till the slag is solidified 
and can be turned out in a huge cake. 
There is some copper matter at the bot- 
tom of this mass which is broken off and 
sent away to a copper smelter for refill 
ing. But all the rest is worthless and is 
broken up by the Mexican workman, and, 
reserving only a sample for the assnyer, 
is thrown on the dump. From this sam- 
ple the company learns whether the pro- 
cess has left any silver and gold in tho 
waste product. The dump grows to be a 
huge black monument of the work done 
by the smelter. 

The tap hole, which has been closed 
by a lump of wet clay, is ou the front of 
the furnace. There is another tap hole 
on nne side that is opened less often than | 
the first, and from this comes what is 
called “lead bullion.” Ii is mostly load, 1 
hut the silver and gold are with the lead. I 
This t.fils into a huge kettle u ip lor which 1 
is a fire to keep it liquid, and is dipped I 
out like water into moulds which hold I 
about eighty pounds. These moulds 
have letters covering one »aec, “El. Paso I 
S. Co.” They are 22 by 4 by 3 inches, as j 
eighty pounds of lean makes a long slen- j 
cler brick, called a “pig.” 

A little sample is cut out >: these pigs i 
for the assa.ver, and two carloads a day 
are shipped away to tho refinery , For 
smelting is but one process on the way 
from mine to mint. There is further 
separation and refining to take pi ice be- 
fore the va uaole metals can he sold to 
the mint, and the United States has still 
tui clier work to do upon them before 
they become dollars and dimes. 

The work of the smelter, except that 
of the army of bookkeepers, guts <»u 
night as well as day, and Sundays and 
holidays too. There is the noise all 
night of the engii es which make the 
draft for the furtia* •». of the pump that 
feeds the “water jackets.” there are elec 
trie lights all over the “smoke ranch,” 
as well as the light from the fires them- 
selves. 

The great smoke stacks vomit forth 
sulphur, arsenic, lead fumes, etc , aud 
since even the smoke carries away silver 
with it, it is conducted through long 
chambers, from which the soot is peri- 
odic illy cleaned out, made into bricks 
and fed again to the furnace. 

Lead poisoning is the great dread Of 
t ie smelter workmen, both whit • ami 
Mexican, especially of those who stand 
h v the pots as they are filled, and inhale 
tho lead fumes. But even those who 
empty the cars of dry ore, and those win* 
shovel it in tho sample room, keep the 
le id dust out of the noses anil mouths 
li v t wet sponge or handkerchief. Some 
men <• in work ou a furnace years before 
succumbing to lead poison, but others 
break down in a few months. Colic is 
die mud painful symptom, Iml there is 
the mo>t danger from paralysis. Milk is 
the medicine used. Every one knows 
ho- v quick milk is to absorb anything 
evil, or any odors, iu tho air around it. 
ir acts hi some what the same way in the 
body, taking up the lead poison from the 
system. Bur a man once seriously affect- 
ed by lead heat* some symptoms of the 
lise ise w ith him al way s, even if he 
chooses some other employment. If he 
returns to hi* own work, as lie is most 
likely to do, ho is more quickly poisoned 
again One foreman lias only partial 
use oi his hands from paralysis, out ho 
is *t ;ll foreman. 

The El Faso .Smelter is only a branch 
of i lie groat Kansas City company, but it 
has a pay roll of $13,000 a month, and 
shipped last year to the refinery 11,300,- 
ooo pounds oi' “lead bullion.” Fare.

AltniUlt I.YMAN POINTS OUT UIsTS AUK IN 
Mli. OUff.D’s HKASON1NO. 

To the Editor of tlio Ilornld : — Tlio quo- 
t, it ions on Ho veil extra snj or*, stnted by 
Mr. Curtis Guild, Jr., for 1800, 1800 be- 
forotbe MoKiley bill; and 181)1 after the 
McKinloy bill are correct, but. as I hnvo 
said to biin, 1 consider ids article on car- 
pot prices in the Commercial Bulletin Of 
Oct. 8 as written under misapprehension 
and as practically misleading. It does 
not, I think, cover tlio whole ease, aud it 
does not touch t lie essential points. 

It is hardly worth while to say that 
carpets in 18(10 wore higher than they are 
now. The full in prices of all suits of 
goods, carpets, iron, cotton cloth, etc., 
etc., lias been wonderful in the past 20 or 
80 years. But the fall lias come from in- 
creased production per loom or spindle 
or furnace, from vastly improved un- 
chines and methods, from the extension 
of railways and the enormous reduction 
in cost of transportation, e f o.. and not 
from protective tariffs. 

This fall in prices lias been marked in 
free trade England as in tlio United 
States, aud wages have meantime gone 
up bore ami in England. As to carnets— 
the McKinley hill increased heavily tlio 
duties on carpet wools, and it has ex- 
cluded some kinds, with the queer re- 
sult of giving foreigners exclusive use of 
them at 8 or 4 cents per pound less price 
than before. It is perfectly certain that 
if the McKinley bill had not passed in 
October, 181)0, the prices of cat pets would 
not have advanced; it is equally certain 
that the prices did advance at wholesale. 
Those who had wool on hand got the 
benefit of this partial and temporary 
monopoly, that has about passed away, 
and the permanent had effects are begin- 
ning to toll, is it was evident they would. 

Retail prices were, 1 think, really ad- 
vanced in Boston to some extent, but if 
not, they would have been advanced 
sooner or later if it had not been for the 
unsatisfactory condition of trade, unless 
the rotiil dealors had remained content 
to take the advance which they were 
really paying to the manufacturer out of 
their own poekets. 

In New York, Chicago and Philadel- 
phia I understand that the retail prices 
of carpets were advanced. 

That the McKinley hill increased tho 
cost of carpets; that the prices of carpets 
were advanced in consequence of the 
McKinley hill; that they woul l not have 
been advanced il the McKinley hill had 
not passed; and that if wool had been 
made free tho cost and prices of carpets 
would have gone down are facts that can- 
uot ho disputed by any oue who under- 
stands the carpet manufacture and trade 
and its conditions in 181)0 and 1801. 

But what is the meaning of this rejoic- 
ing determination on tlio part of the 
Republican protectionists co prove that 
the prices of all the goods made in Mas- 
sachusetts have fallen since tlio passage 
of this blessed McKiul y hill? Is that 
what tlio manufacturers urged Congress 
to advance the duties for? Duos a so- 
called protected manufacturer want to 
have the prices of his goods put down? 
Is it of any advantage to an operative hi 
a factory in Massachusetts that tho pric *s 
of the goods he makes are lower? Does 
he not know that his wages are pai I out 
of the money received for the goods and 
that if the money received is less his 
wages must before long ho reduced too? 

Tho reduction that lias come in the 
price of cotton cloth in the course of 20 
years, because a spindle or a loom runs 
twice as fast as it did, itai come, not only 
without harm to the spinner or weaver, 
hut with a real advance in wages. because 
the spinners and weavers have gained m 
power and opportunity bv the use of 
wonderfully improved machines. The 
man who uses the improved power ma- 
chines in making shoes can make more 
money than the man who worked by 
hand in the little shoe shop by tlio sen in 
winter, aud soent his summer days in 
fishing. In the matter of prices aud 
wages this is beneficial to both operative 
and consumer, but this is very diffoient 
from a fall in prices brought about by 
disasters in business, poverty ol wouhl- 
he consumers and restrictions on trade 
and exclusion of important raw mater- 
ials. 

In the autumn of 181)0 the result of the 
European invuetim ills mi tho Argentine 
Republic showed itself in the failure ol 
Baring Bros, and the poor corn aud 
wheat crops in this country lett tile farm- 
ers in no condition to buy freely of man- 
ufactured goods, aud tho immense cot- 
ton crop, combined with dull trade, re- 
duced greatly me juices of cotton cloth. 

A Lowell Republican paper has made 
some quotations from the letter I recent- 
ly sent to the Herald regarding t lie ad- 
vance in wages in manufacturing during 
the past ten years, hut lias unfairly put 
over it a line implying that I attributed 
this advance in wages to the tariff. As I 
have said, the advance in wages during 
this period has been general the world 
over, and from causes 1 have stated 
above, ami quite without connection 
with tariff or free trade. 

The couutiies on a free trade basis 
have the advantage, at luust, of working 
under natural conditions, and are not al- 
so subject to the embarrassments and 
restrictions of the dangerous artificial 
conditions caused by complicated tariff 
laws, with high duties ou raw materials, 
and are free from the blessings of a Mc- 
Kinley hill, whose chief merit in the 
view of the Republican managers in Mas- 
sachusetts, seems to tie (hat it has re- 
duced the prices of all the goods made 
by Massachusetts working people, aud 
consequently the fuud from which their 
wages come.

Tin Plate. 

(From tho Boston Transcript.) 

Which arc tho tin-plate liars? is tho ab- 
sorbing question in national politics. 
Thu advocates aud the opponents of tho 
turiff laws agree in calling each other by 
that Suxou, hut peculiarly offensive 
term. A council of some of the latter 
faction was hold in Now York the other 
day. It was composed of representatives 
of business firms which are among tho 
heaviest cuusumers of tiu iu the country, 
who formed an association to bo known 


ns tho Tin I’lnto Consumers’ Association 
of tlio United .States. After listening to 
a statement of its objects ono ol tlioso 
present characterized tho mganfzation ns 
“something designed to choke off all tin- 
plate liais in the United States.’’ (Milners 
woro chosen as follows: President, 

Henry W. Lamb, Boston: secretary, 
Robert Ganzof the National Provision**! 1 ; 
vice presidents, l). Willis James Jr.. and 
H. B. Ilnigh; treasurer, Hilaries S. 
Trench, lion. T. S. Banting, congress- 
man-elect, and high iu oflieo in two 
packers’ associations, delivered an ad- 
dress prepared from the standpoint of 
the consumer. He avowed : 

Tho canning industry consumes more 
than one half of the tin-plate impoited, 
and this pays $S,(MK'.,()00 yeatly. The in- 
dustiy counts nearly two thousnid es- 
tablishments and gives employment, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to nearly two 
million people. All tho promises 
of concerns which were to em- 
bark in the tin plate business with- 
in thirty days from tho passage of tlio 
act have proved myths Instead of de- 
pressing the price of tin plate, as Mr. 
McKinley predicted, tho art made it pos- 
sible for speculators to anticipate tho 
advance by making Hales in nine months 
to such an extent that consumers paid an 
idvauce on tin pi ito almost equal to the 
increase in duty. Figaro* show that the 
increased co»' to consumers of canned 
goods, by the duty on tin Is enough to 
pay twelve thousand workmen 8400 a 
year with $200 000 left ovi r. It, 
would require sixty thousand aaros of 
land to grow the corn represented by 
this waste. In the absence of duty tho 
canner could pay tho farmer tveuty-flve 
per cent more for the products canned 
aud still sell thorn for tho old prices. 
Thu meat pickers used six hundred 
thousand boxes of tin plate in tho year 
ending March 1 last. Of this 473 000 
boxes were used at homo. Hie duty 
which the consumers paid was $1,225,750, 
or enough to pay fur 50,287 more head of 
c title, which would have paid the farmer 
$20 a head, and would have required for 
grazing over one million acres. This in- 
crease in stock raising, packing, and 
marketing would mean emjdox inent for 
twenty-thousand persons, which is about 
the number of persons living « • IT the tiu 
plate industry in the world.

Why would It not be a 
good plan to got out a neatly printed 
blank and mail them to most of the 
voters all over the city, setting forth the 
needs of the hospital. Accompany this 
with a blank with a space left for signa- 
ture and address, setting forth that tho 
undersigned, a citizen ol Newton, recog- 
nizing the good work which is being ac- 
complished by the hospital, desires to 
become an annual subscriber. Enclose 
with theso an envelope addressed to the 
treasurer. The ILl of such suhscih rs 
should not be published unless in the 
annual report, it deemed ad visa ale. 

This would give every body an opportu- 
nity to help and l think those that would 
under these conditions would he very 
large. If, however, it failed, get a smart 
lady canvasser to solicit such annual 
subscriptions iu person This would 
givo the hospital a regular income, and 
interest many who do not contribute a 
penny now, hut who he would gladly do a 
tilth*, and it is the ‘many littles that 
make a mickle” you know.

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CITY POLITICS. 

Tliore is not much advantngo in talk- 
ing about city politics until the state 
•election is out of the way, but the ques- 
tion is of such importance locnlly itliat 
at will crop out occasionally. The local 
correspondent of the Boston Herald bad 
an interesting articlo this week on some 
of the changes that will bo made in the 
city council and about the mayoralty 
tissue, and the retirement of certain of the 
ahlormen will be much regretted, ns the 
[present board is one of the best the city 
!has bail. 

In regard to tho mayor iC seems more 
than possible that Newton will see the 
Tomarkablo sight of all parties uniting 
on tho same candidate for mayor this 
if all. Mayor Hibbard’s reelection is ad- 
vocated on all sides, and he will proba- 
Jbly have to accept a renomination, wheth- 
er he wishes it or not. The great demand 
on his time made by tho duties of the 
oftico may make him reluctant to accept, 
fbut tho reforms he has inaugurated are 
of such importance, and the sewerago 
ibusiness now well uuder way, make it 
an imperative duty for him to accept an- 
other term and see the thing through. 

Mayor Hibbard has given such satis- 
faction during his first term that it is 
felt that he well deserves the honor of a 
unanimous reelectiou. The experiment 
of having a thorough practical business 
man for mayor has proved an unquali- 
fied success. Take the meetings of the 
city council, for a sample. The hoard of 
aldermen has for years sot 7. IS p. m. as 
•the hour for meeting, but under former 
administrations it was very rarely that a 
meeting was called on time. This year, 
ri'owever, not one meeting has failed to 
i b(vctv*.Ied at the moment appointed, and 
, the work of the hoard is dispatched and 
: tho.-sessiou ended as promptly as it be- 
gan. This is a fair sample of Mayor 
Hibbard’s administration. If anything 
needs to be done, it is attended to 
iproinptly, any complaints made to the 
•mayor are looked into at ouce, ami, if 
necessary, matters that do not work sat- 
is/actory are straighteued out. 

/Another thing is the absence of any 
nets, or anything that looks like bidding 
If or the popular vote, on the part of the 
administration. The work done is open 
tte. all to inspect, and the people are left 
to form their own impressions. The 
•door of the mayor’s office at City Hall is 
mover closed, and eveiy attendant at the 
meetings of tho board has free access to 
it, when the mayor is there, although he 
ss rarely out of the council chamber. 
The whole atmosphere of the adminis- 
tration is one of business simply, aud 
[politics are apparently never thought of, 
at least by tho mayor and aldermen, iu 
all their dealings wit i city attairs. 

We have a good deal of curiosity to 
nee the result of such a course. We are 
30 often told, before election, that public 
office is a public trust, that a good official 
will do his duty regardless of couse- 
•queuces, and so on, that it will be inter- 
esting to discover the effect of a practi- 
cal carrying out of such reform princi- 
ples. The people of Newton are more 
than usually intelligent, devoted to 
aeforru of all kinds, and if such a policy 
will win approval anywhere, it will in 
Newton. 

As far as can he judged from expres- 
sions of citizous in all parts of the city, 
this practical, business like policy lias 
-won approval and endorsement from 
-•those who were on the other side last 
(fall, and if it should result iu a uuaui- 
jiious rouoniiuatiou and reelection of the 
enun who lias brought all this about, 
what a lesson it would be to politicians 
And others ambitious of offieo. It would 
tshow that good, houest work, a straight- 
forward course iu carrying out the duties 
•of an office, a careful regard to all the 
.interests intrusted to an offioial, and an 
aider disregard of any of the usual 
anethods of making ouesself “solid with 
(the voters,” is ai the same time the 
surest and the most houorublo means of 
winning popularity. Every good citizen 
is interested iu such an issue as this, and 
fortunately there is uot much doubt of 
the result. Honesty, to use the word in 
its widest sense, is and should he the 
most potent element of strength u candi- 
date can possess. 

There have been some ruiuors of op- 
position to Mayor Hibbard uniotig the 
lahoriug men, because of the crushed 
alone contract, and other measures by 
which the city lias saved money, but 
these rumors have but little foundation, 
as fur as we can discover. The great 
majority of laboring uieu like a straight- 
forward man to deal with, on whose 
word they can place couddcucc, and who 
treats all exaotlj alike, without fear or 
iavor. This they have found to be the 


nano with Mayor Hibbard lie linn no 
political frionds to reward or foes to 
punidi, and every man is auro of fair 
treatment. The laboring men see this, 
and it will he hard work to find many 
who are not HntisHod with the present 
administrat ion, outside of a mere hand- 
ful, who are never satisfied with any- 
thing. 

Tub Wateitown and Belmont Repre- 
sentative district, tho Ki ll Middlesex, 
has rc-nominated ,1. Henry Fletcher of 
Bolmont, the representative in 1800. 
There was quite a hot fight in the con- 
vention caused by a speech of Mr. Jesse 
Wheeler, who said ho had voted against 
the Democratic nominee, Mr. Ensign, 
last year, and as that gentleman had 
represented the town faithfully, he 
would like to hoo tho way to return Mr. 
Ensign to office. As a reason for making 
tho motion, Mr. Wheeler said tho pres- 
ent incumbent lives on the .South side, 
which each year is in danger of being 
annexed to the city of Newton. He did 
not wish tho convention to nominate 
Mr. Ensign, hot ho wished the conven- 
tion would adjourn without making a 
nomination, and thus leave the Republi- 
cans to vote for Mr. Ensign, or not vote 
at all. 


Tiie Boston Transcript's real estate 
mau says that a charter has been granted 
to “The Newton and Waltham Electric 
car lino” to extend its tracks from New- 
tonville to Newton Centre, and that 
work will probably soon begin and the 
value of property between tho two 
villages will bo greatly enhanced. This 
is interesting, but unfortunately it is not 
tho Waltham «fc Newton electric car line 
that has the charter, but the Garden City 
Company, and the company is said to bo 
in doubt whether it is legally organized, 
so that work will not bogiu for some 
time, possibly not until the company is 
re-orgauized and a now charter obtained. 
Such a road would be of great value to 
tho city, although it ought to take in 
Newton Highlands, if it is to be a paying 
institution. 


I\ another column will be found an 
appeal from Miss Francis C. Sparhawk, 
for the Indian Library department, of 
which she is tho head.

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The Danger from Cold Prink*. 

“In my opinion,” said a physician, 
“it is not so great a mistake to indulge 
in cold drinks in warm weather as it is 
to drink them rapidly. On a hot day it 
is almost inevitable that people should 
drink, and what tho system seems to 
crave is something cold. If that some- 
thing could bo a little Iohh than ice cold 
It would be so much the better. But it 
1 h practically out of the question to got a 
drink of a tomjiornture of 40 or 42 dogs., 
I ty, which is about as cold as is neces- 
sary in order to moot the demands of 
nature. 

"So, then, ice cold drinks aro likely to 
remain a permanency, and thousands 
and thousands of people will continue to 
drink them. Now, what I should advise 
is that, they perform the operation with 
some deliberation. Tho man who swal- 
lows a glass of soda water or anything 
elso at a temperature of 82 or thereabout 
does a dangerous thing. Tho danger is 
in suddenly chilling the nerves of the 
stomach, and the result may be sudden 
paralysis. There is neither sense nor 
reason in drinking tints rapidly. 

“I do not mean, on the other hand, 
that it is necessary to wait until the 
drink, whatever it is, has grown warm. 
What I plead for is that people should 
take fifteen or twenty seconds, or even 
half a minute, in swallowing a glass of 
soda or beer or whatever they use to sat- 
isfy their thirst. Everybody can afford 
that much time — even the most hurried 
man— and the result cannot fail to be 
decidedly advantageous in the long run." 
—New York Tribune. 


Fongbt with Jackson at Now Oilcans. 

Joso Cardova, who was 108 years old, 
is dead. The cause of his death was old 
age. He has been working as a laborer 
up to two years ago, when he quit, inca- 
pacitated.

“Allow mo to any.” writes General 
Morgan in ft recent loiter. "thu: 1 nn In- 
terested in the special work in which you 
are entitled, and th.it I think the Society 
is doing nn excellent, set vice In providing 
onr schools with literature. Young peo- 
ple’s and children's books and pipers are 
greatly appreciated among them, ami till 
a very important niche.” 

"Those periodic ils are of groat value 
to u«,” writes a superintendent, ‘‘as the 
reading of them puts our older pupils in 
touch with tlW world at 1 ugo, through 
the medium of high-class literature of a 
grade to Oo c unprehended and enj »yed by 
them.” Auothor superintendent writing 
to thank the giver of some d< light ful 
magazines tor children, says to the send- 
or: “If you could see six or eight little 
Indinn girls seated on the floor in my 
office and hear their ejaculations, or if 
you could search the nooks along the 
Gila River (this was written in the early 
winter before the floods) aud see Indian 
boys who have sought solitude to spell 
out the stories, or hear them relate the 
stories to me alter supper, when I have 
permitted them to tnko the books off to 
road, then you might feel the influence 
you were spreading over eighty-five of 
the wildest — yes, you caunot imagine 
how wild they are. Can I give you nn 
idea when 1 tell you many of them don’t 
know how to sit down ou a chair, get in- 
to bed, never ate from a plate or a table, 
in fact, don’t know how to wash and 
dress themselves. Such as are now en- 
joying your gift, were such as these two 
years ago, one year ago, some eight 
months ago.” 

A supeiintendent writes to the sender 
of a number ot periodic ils: “The 

scholars express a good deal ot pleasure 
and seem very grateful to you for your 
kindness. Evenings we have tho room 
lighted and allow the scholars access. I 
know it would give you pleasure could 
yon look in upon them and wituess their 
manifestations of enjoyment, some 
searching for a story or something which 
they can read or understand, others tak- 
ing great delight iu turning over leaves 
and looking at the pictures.” A re- 
turned Indian studout now teaching in a 
government school writes: “We have 
over sixty bright little Indian boys aud 
girls in the school. Their ages range 
fiom four to sixteen years. About one- 
half of tho school understand English. 
The most are ouly familiar with th$ 
simplest English. They take great de- 
light in looking at pictures, and those 
that can read are sure to fiud out what is 
said about the pictures. They become 
interested in simple stories, and seetn 
never to tire reading them or having 
them read to them. I am glad .you 
have been instrumental in providing mu 
with papers for them. I have had none, 
and every old book, such as geographies, 
Bible pictures, school readers, diction- 
aries, catalogues and advertising books 
w.tli cuts have been asked for time after, j 
time, and I have uever tefused to allow j 
them to pursue these what seemed | 
pleasures to them. How many hoys and 
girls iu the East, would like to send their j 
old picture or child’s story book to the*e : 
book-and-paper famishing Indinn chil- ' 
dren? I know there are many who 
would like it if they only had the chance. ! 
These boys and girls,” he adds, “soon 1 
learn ‘and love the ways of civilization. ; 
They would rather be clean than dirty, i 
they would rather live in a house and i 
have clean clothes. b« d and properly pre- 
pared food than to live in their miserable 
camps, aud some when here awhile re- 
fuse to go home when heir parents 
'come after them.” 

A returned stu lout put tho case in a ! 
^nutshell wh*n in answer to a paper sent i 
him. he wrote: “We Indians ought to 
have some papers or books to pass away ] 
our time, instead of i asking our time iu i 
war or ghost dances.” Iudiaui are hu- 
man enough to like some amusement, ! 
and if one in ten of those who can read I 
will fiud this in our bess class periodicals, 
shall he not have it? We want these 
people to get hold of American ideas, ; 
American ways will follow’. For, ‘‘as a 
man thiuketh. so is lie.” 

Do the letters help them at all? 

A returned student, the teacher men- I 
tioned above, speaking of some of the 
difficulties in his way, siys: “All .these 
troubles are around us, before us, nn i I 
they tend to t ike our atnoitions, hurt ( 
our feelings, manhood, womanhood and . 
discourage us; and so 1 come back to ! 
where 1 first started and say that I mi 
glad we have true friends to whom we 
can look back and feel that they are with 
us. they aie praying for our good. It : 
not only helps us, but it’s gaining an in- ! 
fluence which will iielo tin* old men and j 
w’onieii now sitting iu their tents to be- ! 
conn* better, to be mom than what they 
have been. Pray for us, stand by us and 
spread the idea that tin- Indian is a man, 
that lie is capable of learning aud that 
be can bee one just as usclui, good and 
intelligent citizen as’ any foreigner or ' 
race of people.” 

Aud 'already practical help also in 
different ways is growing out of this ac- 
quaintance (like that given to the Indian 
woman in Indian Territory who wants to 
establish a sewing room with a machine ; 
to teach i lie Indian women around hit 
to use their feet on the treadle instead of 
iu ghost dances), this letter quoted is 
ouly one evidence of many that these | 
educated young people are ready to | 
strive lor American ways if they aie : 
properly supported by a strong public I 
opinion and the presence of soun- Indus- i 
tries that will give the restless Indian 
feet a d hands s tine better occupation 
than ghost, dances and bottei satisfaction j 
than hunger. Suppose our cities, swept i 
bare of woik. would all, their literatuie 
and Ul't aud religion save them from vio- 
lence not less savage and disastious than i 
the ghost dance of the Indians? Every j 
letter leeeived lays hare, intentionally oi 
incidentally the desolation of reservation 
life, and.is doing its woik toward rous- 
ing the people to the fact that American 
laws and American Institutions, and 
American industries ate the ouly means 
to make American citizens, that only 
those Indians are citizens iu any satisfac- 
tory sense who have been living under 
thcNU somewhere, and that the otlu-r 
Indians will wait iu their savagery until 
they have the same, and when they do 
have them, w ill climb into citizenship by 
the same strong ladder that bus helped j 
up so many barbarous waifs from foreign 
shores. 

But iu this department not ouly are 
lists of Indian names to be supplied, but | 
periodicals aud seudeismust be recorded 
to know w hat is secured and avoid dupli- 
cating: wheu papers stray they must be | 
looked up, or, if lust, their places sup- 
plied; when the senders receive no ac- 
knowledgment, this must be straightened 
out or they will tire of seudiug and 
their periodicals be lost to the work, 


those who ask for information must have 
it, that they may go on to more work: 
and new forces must, if possible, he put 
into the new avonms that correspond- 
ence opens up. For all this. constant cleri- 
cal help is needed and must be paid 
f->r, in addition to tho stationery and 
postage which are not light items. 
Will not societies and individuals who 
seo in the work a present good and 
the oppoitunity for a better person- 
al acquaiu a nee with Indians anil 
Indian needs, su-tain by contributions of 
money as w*U as of pet iodicals, t he de- 
partment of Indian Libraries which de- 
pends up m such support for every dollar 
it receives, and which is now in tiro con- 
dition of those people who are loath to 
enfess that their purses are empty be- 
cause it is s i painfully near the truth.

Newton Natural History Society. 

The regular meeting of this society 
1 ist Monday evening was of unusual in- 
terest. Officers for tho ensiling year 
were elected :— President, Prof. C. J. 
Maynard; vice-president, Prof. S. E 
Warren; secretary. Alvin R. Bailey; 
treasurer, W. C. Bates; curator, Jesse 
Fewkes. 

The reports of tho treasurer and cura- 
tor were received, and accepted. Mr. 
Fewkes exhibited several unique speci- 
mens of clay stoues from the Connecti- 
cut river valley, presented to tho society 
by Mrs. Bemud Graves. 

The paper for the evening was given 
by Mr. H. K. Bunison of the Institute of 
Technology on “Impressions of Northern 
Arizona” which was illustrated by charts, 
a large number of specimens— petrified 
woods, etc., and a hundred or more beau- 
tiful photographs of tho regiou. These 
speimens were gathered and pictures 
taken while he w as making a tour of this 
wild legion. He gave a very vivid d< - 
scription of the country, the high plat- 
eau, the arid, sandy, almost waterless 
and rainless plains and deserts; tliemesiis 
and the canyons, tho treeless wastes aud 
; the wooded vales beside the infrequent 
streams, the sage bush aud grease wood; 
the canyons a mile or more iu depth ami 
fifteen miles wide; the adobe houses of 
the natives and tho ruins of the cliff- 
dwellers homes up in the rocky walls of 
the canyons or perched on sonic locky 
height that seemed almost inaccessible; 
and the petrified forests buried in the 
sand hills nr lying scattered and broken 
on the surface. Lie exhibited many 
specimens, fragments of petrified tree 
trunks, agatized wood aud other varieties. 

The large number of photopraphs 
shown wero particularly beautiful and 
interesting. They wore pictures of the 
scones he so graphically described and 
aided the audience iu seeing them as lie 
saw them when in tho midst of the wild 
and romatic scenery. 

Itwasavery interesting and instruc 
tive lecture aud thoroughly enjoyed bv 
the audience.

1817, and attended the 
public schools of his native town until lie 
was 17 years < * f ago when he came to New- 
ton Upper Falls and entered the employ of 
his uncle, Otis Pettee the founder, ami at 
that time proprietor of the Pettee Machine 
Works. Ho rose rapidly to foreman of tlie 
loom room and was connected with the 
works for 40 years, taking the position of 
master workman of u large cotton mill for 
a lew months owned by Mr. Pettee during 
this period. At tin* ago of 57 lie retired 
from the works and opened a grocery store 
in the Levi U. Wade block, corner of Oak 
ami Chestnut streets and conducted bad- 
ness here up to the time of his decease, 
building up a large trade. Mr. Billings 
hardly knew what it was to have a day • • f 
sickness until one year ago when lie began 
to tail in health and since then it luts been 
gradually declining, lie kept about his 
store, however, until two weeks since nnd 
finally took to his bed from which lie never 
rose. The decea-ed was married in 1840 to 
Miss CnVoline Gay of Newton, and a 
pleasant read ruler of their 50 years of 
wedded life win given them one year ugo 
last May in tlie shape of a golden wedding 
tit which a large number <>f tlie Billings 
finally were present. Mr. Billings was a 
strong Unlversallst ami was one of the 
founders of tin* Unlversallst clmreh once 
established here. He leaves u widow aud 
eight children, four sons ami four daughters, 
three of tlie former being prominent busi- 
ness men of this place. The funeral takes 
place from his lute residence, High street, 
at one o’clock to day.

The country is always “just out” of 
(treat nun. The (loath of the poet Lowell, 
Hie perpetual invalidism <»f Whitman 
ami tlie great age of Whittier have led 
many papers of lute to lament the decay 
Df American poetry. These great mas- 
ters of their art, we are told, will leave 
no successors Behind them. Hut great 
men, from tho standpoint of their con- 
temporaries, never leave any successors 
behind. This is due to the fact that a 
great man is not visible until he has re- 
ceded to a groat distance. He is usually 
measured pretty accurately after lie is 
dead. After Washington, Hamilton, 
Jay and .Jefferson died the lament was 
raised that the age of statesmen lmd 
passed. The great heroic figures of our 
history had passed off tin; st age of action 
nnd left no successors. This lament was 
raised, too, when Webster, Clay, Cal- 
houn and Jackson were hi tho full flush 
of their remarkable powers. 

After these great men bail left tho 
Btage of action the lament was again 
raised that the age of great men had 
passed. To be sure, tho presidential 
chair was occupied by an awkward 
backwoodsman from Illinois. But Lin- 
coln was called a vulgar story teller, an 
Irresolute, vacillating, good natured 
man, well moaning enough, but with no 
executive ability. Charles Spinner was 
in the United States senate?, but ho was 
called a visionary bookworm, full of 
fanatical theories, but possessing no 
practical statesmanship. Now we look 
back to the time of Lincoln nnd Sumner 
and say, “There were giants on tho 
earth in those days.” So the world is 
always “just out” of great men, simply 
because it does not appreciate a good 
thing .when it sees it — or it must see a 
good thing n long while before it can 
properly estimate its qualities. — Yankee 
Blade. 


Tlio I.jinI Day* of Iviiii; Jn Ja. 

A tourist, who has just returned from 
the Canary islands, had an interview 
with King Ja .la a few days before his 
death. Tl\e exiled king was at that time 
Staying at a hotel in Santa Cruz, and 
was in very low spirits, doubting whether 
he would ever see his native land again, 
though lie had made all tho necessary 
arrangements for his departure. His 
journey was delayed by the British vice 
consul, who told him lie must wait till 
the arrival of Major McDonald, the com- 
missioner of the Oil rivers. 

The colonial office had exacted from 
him as a condition of his being allowed 
to return, a promise to create no dis- 
turbances. lie was suffering severely at 
the time from dysentery, and being con- 
vinced that lie was the victim of a con- 
spiracy against his life, be refused to 
take medicines, hiding himself on the 
roof or in the cellar of tlio hotel at the 
hour tho doctor was expected. Three 
days before his death lie was to have 
gone to a village on tho hills for change 
of air, but ho refused to leave, saying: 
“1 no go. I had a dream from myfadder. 
Ho say I he with him in treefday.” 

The Psychical society will be interest- 
ed to know that this presentiment 
proved true. The ex-king’s dress was a 
suit of white flannels and a long dust 
coat. He had been deserted at St. Vin- 
cent by his wives and servants; they had 
sent their luggage on board tho steamer 
that was to carry them to Teneriffe, but 
staid on shore themselves. When, after 
the steamer had started, tho boxes were 
opened, they wero found to contain only 
rubbish. — London News. 


Ilnlr Not Protected. 

The Berlin courts have decided that a 
lover may cut off his sweetheart’s tresses 
and yet escape with a light sentence, 
even if it bo proved that tlio act was in- 
spired by malice and with a view of 
spoiling the young lady’s outward appear- 
ance. This decision has been arrived at. 
in the case of a girl who sued her ex-lover 
for “conspiracy,” alleging that he robbed 
her of her blond locks with the object 
of injuring her personal attractiveness to 
such a degree that she would bo glad to 
accept his offer of marriage. Tho case, 
it appears, has been before several courts 
and finally reached tho supreme court 
of the Prussian realm, which decreed 
that ’Arry might cut off ’Arriet’s hair, 
but could only be punished for assault 
and sentenced to a mouth’s impris- 
onment.— Ladies’ Pictorial.

THE nrv COUNCIL. 

SOM K or THE VACANCIES TO UK FILLED 
AT ritK NEXT ELECTION. 

There will bo some changes in the City 
Council the coming year, as several of 
the aldermen lnvo announced their in- 
tention of withdrawing at the end of 
their present term, feeling satisfied that 
they have done their duty by the city. 

Alderman Coffin from Ward One will 
be returned without doubt, ns his con- 
stituents arc well satisfied with his ser- 
vices and ho will probably have tho nom- 
ination of all parties, 

Alderman Fenno of Ward Two w ill re- 
tire, as he feels that ho has done his duty 
by the city, and that some other man 
ought to take up tho burden. Mr. Fou- 
no’s determination will bo regretted, as 
he has been very faithful and efficient, 
and his management of the highway de- 
partment this year will make a briliant 
showing. Ward Two has never sent a 
better representative, and will find it 
difficult to fill bis place. There lias, ns 
yet, been very little talk about his suc- 
cessor, but nothing definite will be done 
until C luncilmen Mead and Churchill 
deciee whether they will consent to serve 
the city another year. 

Ward Three is always fortunate in its 
aldermen, but they have a. habit of refus- 
ing to serve more than one term, and 
Alderman Luke is to be no exception. 
He thinks that his business and his iiome 
infciests demand more of his time and 
will therefore refuse to run again. Tlie 
city is foitunate in having such men ns 
Mr. Luke to work for it, and his decision 
will be regretted. Two men are men- 
tioned as his successor, Mr. .1 lines T. Al- 
len and Mr. E. B. Wilson, either of whom 
would be a credit to the ward. Mr. Allen | 
is so identified with Newton, aud is such 
a thorough going business man, Hint be 
would be a very useful member. Mr. 
Wilson also has large interests in the ' 
ward and also ii a prominent business 
man, and Ward Three will be fortunate 
if it elects either of them. 

In Ward Four there promises to bo a | 
contest as usual, but the chances are 
in favor of Alderman Crebore being re- 
tained if he will accept a second term. 

Ward Five will certainly return Aider- 
man Hyde, who isoue of ‘be “hustlers” 
of the board, as has been shown in the 
work doue by the public property com 
mittce, of which he is chairman. Repairs 
had been put off from year to year, until 
the buildings were iu a rather shabby 
condition, but Alderman Hyde’s com- 
mittee has pushed things through, jind 
have put the buildings in better repair 
than they have seen for years. On other 
committees Mr. Hyde has also done good 
work, and lie certainly comes honestly 
by his aptitude for city work, his father 
having been one of Newton’s most public 
spin ed tnou. 

Ward Six cannot do better than to re- 
turn its whole delegation, and Alderm in 
Harbach will have to run on account of 
the sewer construction, aud his place at 
the hi ad of the sewer committee lias 
made him tlie hardest worked man in 
the city government and his services 
have been invaluable. 

Ward Seven will also probably return 
its whole delegation, as Alderman Shep- 
pard will accept a reuomination, only on 
condition that such is the unanimous 
wish of his constituents, and this seems 
to be the case. He has been a very use- 
ful member, and certainly deserves the 
honor of a renoraination. 


The Appleynrd Safety Fender. 

The AppleyarJ patent Safety Fender for 
street cars bad a trial at the car house 
of the Newton Street Railway Company, 
last week, before Chairman George 
Crocker of the Railroad Commission, 
Prof. Swain, tho bridge engineer, Dr. 
John S. Folsom, A D. Richards aud II. 
S. Jackson of Boston, and Ooed Lyon of 
Brockton. Messrs. Appleyard and Mc- 
Pherson, president and s< cretary of tho 
company, who have inveute I tho fender, 
had charge of tlie experiments, and Su- 
perintendent Henderson ran tlie car. 
The fender has a web-work of rone 
stretched before the car, which is de- 
signed to catch auy one standing on tlie 
track, while a scoop is arranged under- 
neath to citcli auv one lying on tlie 
track, aud prevent their being crushed by 
the car. A dummy of a man, stuffed 
with sand and sawdust, aud weighing 
some 150 pounds, was used, and when 
stood up the lender took it off very neat- 
ly, and the scoop carried it along 
when laid tl.it on tlie track. Tlie fender 
can be folded up when not in use, aud it 
is designed to have one on each end of a 
car. Tlie Itiilroad Commissioners hu\o 
experimented with all sorts of lite-saviug j 
inventions of this nature, and this one 
seemed to work very satisfactorily. A 
large crowd of spectators witnessed tlie 
various experiments.

Ail Amusing Story of n Tin Flntc 
Factory. 

Mrs. Cougar of Indiana, a speaker last 
week, at a Prohibition meeting in Boa- 
tou told the follwing story of tho Tin 
Plate Factory in Piqua, Ohio: 

Week beforo last, for tho purpose of 
proving that tin plate can bo made, and 
thnt the Republican party is the one tit At 
might to have the votes of the people, 
the news was heralded all over tho coun- 
try that tin plate was made in the city 
of Piqua, O. -that Mr. McKinley had 
made tin plate on that day. 

So this circumstance, having boon min- 
utely telegraphed all over tho United 
States, was supposed to settle that issuo. 
and it was believed that Ohio would go 
Republican in consequence, and that 
then the Republicans would sweep the 
country in 1S02, all owing to the fact 
that tin plate is made in ibis couutry, 
namely at Piqua, O. ... 

Now, last Ft id ay night 1 spoke in that 
city, trying to prove to the people that 
the protection of a boy was as much con- 
cern to tit is country as tho protection of 
a tin horn. Believing in informing my- 
self on tho subj-ict as hilly as possible, 
and tho Democrats having stated that, 
tin plates could not bo inado either in 
Piqua or any other part of tho United 
States, i thought 1 would go out and see 
for myself this large tin plate factory 
which had been described, I wanted to 
t ike pride in the fact that tin plate mak- 
ing in the United States was an accom- 
plished success, and that by it, as Mr. 
McKinley bad said. $20 000.000 had beou 
put into tho pockets of tho American 
workingman and manufacturers. 

So I was taken to tho tin plate mills of 
Piqua— to tho factoiy which was pictured 
so graphically in tho Republican press. 
You remember Mr. McKinley said lie was 
taken in a carriage and did not know ex- 
actly where he was going. But lie was 
driven about a mile east of the town, and 
all at once lie beheld a large factory, and 
as the carriage came iu sight of it whis- 
tles blow and out came about 500 work- 
ingmen who hurrahed for McKinley and 
protection— a protection which tells us 
that tariff is not a tax. It told how Mr. 
McKinley alighted and wont into the rol- 
ling room, and there was a piece of steel 
plate rolled out until it was almost as thin 
as a wafer, showing that tho steel plate on 
which first-class tin is made can be made 
in the United Statos. 

Mind you this factory was nothing 
more nor less beforo this day than a cor- 
rugated iron works. It then told how 
Mr. McKinley was taken into a room 
whero there was a great furnace in which 
stood a boiling cauldron of tin wash, and

I said, “Oil, no; 1 want you to allow 
me to make a piece of tin plate here to- 
day, so that 1 can send it to my husband 
as a memento, because Mr. McKinley 
m; du a piece, and sent it to his wife 
[lnugbter|. and I want to have the priv- 
ilege.” 1 added, “You must have had a 
great many orders to have your stock so 
exhausted.” {Great merriment.] 

Hu said, “Yes, wo have had a large 
number of orders, so our stock is ex- 
hausted.” 

“How many boxes can you produce in 
a day?” 

Thiuking for a moment ho said, “You 
know this factory is quite young— only 
about fit) days old.” 

“Yes,” said I, “established sinco tho 
campaign began in Ohio.” [Great laugh- 
ter and applause. [ “Exists mostly on 
paper, does it not, Mr. Manager?” 

With a slight twinkle in his eye and a 
smile lie said, “1 think we could produce 
20 boxes in a day. Wo hope to do that 
much.” 

“Very well,” said I, “won’t you please 
take me and let me sue tho size of tho 
boxes?” 

“Well,” said he, “wo have no boxes on 
hand just now’.” |Loud laughter.] 
“Won’t you lot mo go and sue where 
the boxes are madu ami the measure- 
ments from which you muko the boxes?” 

“Well,” said lie, “we have no boxes in 
process of construction.” 

“What,” said 1, “a business that is so 
rushed tliut you have had your stock ex- 
hausted and your boxes gone ami you 
are not having any more made? Why,” 
1 said, “tho

is receiving has certainly given you a 
wonderful boom in business. 1 should 
think it would bo good policy to keep it 
up. But if 1 cannot see the product and 
cannot see the boxes, won't you take me 
to tlui furnace where Mr. McKinley stood 
and let mu stand there, too? 1 want to 
be houoiod, ami 1 think it would bo an 
honor to the Prohibition party to let mo 
stand iu t ho trucks of Mr, McKiuley. 
Ami won’t you bring mu (hose tongs, for 
1 want to grasp them as Mr. McKinley 
did.” 

So he took mo through the room where 
they are iu the habit of \yashiug corruga- 
ted iron to give it t lie tin process, lie 
there showed uie a furnace. It consists 
of an old fashioned soup kettle set in a 
brick casing. Kettle ami furnace, all told, 
were uot over feet across and 18 inches 
high ; and this wus the boiling cauldron 


over which Mr. McKinley bent hi* manly 
form. [Loud and prolonged laughter. | 

And when the tongs were brought to 
me by the manager, with a broad smile 
rippling over his fnen, I asked him if I 
might not buy them and frame tliem. 

1 More laughter. [ Ho could not think of 
parting w ith thorn, hut lie said ho should 
frame tho piece of tin which Mr. McKin- 
ley had made. 

I said, “ploaso lot mo make a pioco of 
till.” 

The kettle seemed to be covered with 
ashes from a coal bin, and I saw in it 
what looked like molted load, and when 
I asked to dip a piece of steel in it they 
assured me that the fires were out and it 
was not in a molten c mdition. So I was 
deprived of tho honor of presenting to- 
night a piece of tin made In tho United 
States. 

I stand hero tonight to say that tho 
political party wliicli la reduced to such 
methods of deception and to bringing up 
such nu issue ns that, thnt when a man 
will resort to such a barefaced fraud as 
that whole affair was, telegraphed all 
over this country and written up in col- 
umn after column, especially in the Re- 
publican papers— that when tho Republi- 
can party is reduced to such stiaits as 
that for an issue, it ought to bo hurled 
from power bv a solf-respocting constitu- 
ency.

The year which elosed today has been 
full of interest and hard work and plans 
for the future. 

The fundamental idea of Associated 
Charities is to help tho poor and unfor- 
tunate people to help themselves out of 
their own difficulties, to give them, not 
alms, but personal friendship, advice and 
encouragement, and only just such ma- 
terial aid as may bo necessary to help 
them through a present strait to a condi- 
tion of usefulness. 

It is easy to give alms— it requires the 
greatest care and patience, and conscien- 
tious thought to help according to the 
plan of Associated Charities. 

But whereas an alms leaves tho recipi- 
ent with a little less self respect, a little 
less power to overcome difficulties an- 
other time, and with oue more social 
bariier between him and his more for- 
tunate neighbors, tho aid given through 

rsonal friendship adds to the self- 
respect, gives the poor person new cour- 
age and power to overcome future difli- 
culties, and is a bond of union between 
him and his helpers. 

It requires much wisdom to help in 
this way, and to this end the visitors of 
the Associated Charities have met iu 
conference once every two weeks, aud 
with most painstaking conscientious- 
ness, discussed the needs of “their fami- 
lies*’ and the best ways of helping them. 
As the visitors come from all parts of 
the town the possibilities of obtaining the 
right sort of work or help are very gient 
ly increased.

Tho corner-stone of the Church of tho 
Sacred Heart, to be located at the corner 
of Centre street and Crescent avenue, 
Newton Centre, was laid Sunday after- 
noon with impressive ceremonies. The 
side and end walls of tho structure have 
been partially constructed and the floor- 
ing laid above tho basement, forming an 
open auditorium, whoro, the preliminary 
exercises wore held.

Tho church which you are 
rearing here is a proof that the 
faith in you is not a barren, uncultivated 
quantity. The church will he a tower of 
strong til to tho community.

At the conclusion of tho sermon, Arch- 
bishop Williams passed out from the 
church with the clergy, and officiated at 
the simple services in connection with 
tlie laying of tho corner-stone. A chant 
was rendered by the choir. After tho 
laying of tho corner-stone, tho archbishop 
passed around the church with the clergy 
and blessed the outside walls. Soon 
after Rev. Fr. Wholey pronounced tho 
benediction and dismissed the congrega- 
tion. 

The Newton Centro parish comprises 
the villages of Newton Centre, Chestnut 
Hill and Newton Highlands. Its etun- 
muniennts number about 1*200 persons. 

Tho now church building is novel in 
design, and an innovation in ecclesistical 
architecture in New England. The archi- 
tects, Messrs. Rand ifc Taylor of Boston, 
have departed from tlie strictly classic 
orders and tlie result is more iu accord- 
ance with the American idea of church 
building. 

The material used iu the construction 
are common brick and trimmings of pink 
granite. There w ill be two towers 88 foot 
in height, and Tuscan columns at the 
main entrance of polished red granite. 

The main entrance will be approached 
by a broad flight of granite steps. It is 
proposed to treat the loggia in pure Ital- 
ian renaissance style, with mosaic pave- 
ment and an artistic tile vaulting. 

Tho main roof will be covered with sea 
green slate, and tlie tower roofs with 
Spanish tiles. The tow’ers will contain a 
chime of bells. 

Tho interior will bo treated as a simple 
Rom?n basilica, with a broad nave, ter- 
minated by a triumphal arch and a semi- 
circular chancol. The total length of 
the church is 11(5 feet; total width, 70 
feet; height of ridge, 33 foet. Tho main 
church auditorium will accomodate 800 
persons; tlie vestry or basement, 030 per- 
sons. The latter portion of tlie structure 
will be completed prior to Christmas day, 
when Rev. Fr. Wholey expects to say his 
first mass in tho new building.

A song by tho quartet was followed by 
an excellent address by Rev. Dr. A. II. 
Quint, the acknowledged nostor of Con- 
gregationalism, upon ‘‘Religious Educa- 
tion; its relation to the State.*’ He 
started out with this proposition, that 
education is not a true education with- 
out a religious element. Education was 
assumed by the State, not simply to per- 
petuate itself. At the beginning it was 
regarded as a great religious duty. It 
was done for the general good. He de- 
scribed the public education iu Germauy, 
but its system cannot he introduced into 
this country. There is a difference be- 
tween education and instruction. 1L 
must bo largely secular work. Tlie state 
should not promote any special religious 
theory. 

In his own experience when quite 
young lie remembered his Godly teacher, 
w ho not only by precept but by example 
taught tlie fundamental truths of relig- 
ion and left tiieir impress to this day 
upon his mind and heart. It is still true 
iu tlie country schools laigely, that the 
teachers are Christian people, not all 
church members, but with at least an 
innate regard for religious truth aud a 
sense of tiieir obligation to tlie maker of 
us all. A part of all true education is 
physical, p ut mental and a part spiritu ft). 
There is 110 real education that docs not 
have tlie spiritual power. 

He referred to tlie system of education 
iu Canada, where the local committee 
hire the teacher, and practically control 
the religions character of the school. 
Yet that committee is responsible to a 
higher committee, and this to a higher, 
until tlie supreme power is lodged in the 
Minister of Instruction. This system 
would not work in this country, iu 
England tlie so-called public schools are 
only the same as the private schools iu 
our own country. Thera are many 
church school*, which give religious in- 
struction in tho tenets of the national 
and other religious denominations. In 
Switzerland all childicu of certaiu uges 
are required to attend school. In one 
canton, pastors of each of tlie two de 
nominations are obliged by law to devote 
a certaiu hour to religious teaching iu 
the public schools. But this system 
would not work iu this country.

8. SLOCUM AND OTHERS. 

Associate*’ Hall at Vowton Centre was 
filled to overflowing Tuesday evening, 
audit was an euthnsi istlo gathering. 
Tho speakers wore 11 mi, J. 1). A. Brackett 
of Brookline, Mr. W. 8. Slocum of Nnw- 
tonville, and Mr.|A. L. Harwood of New- 
ton Ccufre. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood of the Watd and 
City Committee presided, and in open 
ing the rally among other tilings declared 
that tho public school is as dear to our 
people as froodom and our representa- 
tive government. Tho people will crush 
out of existence any attempt to lesson 
tho influence of tho schools or in any 
way close the! 

The first regular speaker was Mr. W. 
8. Slocum, and he nrgued in favor of 
higher wages in order that every man 
may have an opoortunity to impiovu him- 
self mid arise to his rightful position ns a 
sovereign of the republic. Hu ought not 
to compete with tho cheap nud the pau- 
per labor of Europe. Ho claimed that 
this wnt tho mission of the protective 
tarifT. Iu speaking of tomporaucu legis- 
lation ho stated that all temperance legis- 
lation had been effected by the Republi- 
can party; iliat opposition to temperance 
had come from the Democratic party; 
that the Prohibitory party had never ac- 
complished anything in temperance legis- 
lation, and that it had only acted as n 
hornet upon the Republican party. 

The uext spoaker was Mr. E. \V. Bur- 
dett of Biooklino. Ho argued in favor 
of biennial elections, and declared that 
while the Republican candidates were 
united iu its faVor there could not bo 
found one on the Democratic side. He 
attacked tho Democratic party upon tho 
silver question, ridiculed the position in- 
to which the party of tho State finds it- 
self, and argued that, the national Demo- 
cratic party had arrayed itself against 
honest silver, in discussing t lie Tariff 
bill, lie said that the Boston grocer who 
last fall declared that his customers 
would save $150,000 within a year by the 
operation of this hill had told him within 
a few days that he had greatly under- 
estimated tho result, and that iic would 
now say that a much greater amount 
would bn saved by his customers. 

lion. J. Q. A. Brackett was the con- 
cluding speaker. He was received with 
long continued cheers, and opeued im- 
mediately with a criticism of Gov. Rus- 
sell’s administration. It has not been 
invulnerable nor unassailable. He was 
weakened very much by bis attitude in 
the investigation of tho I’ojice Commis- 
sioner. lie preferred the charges, and it 
was his duty to satisfy himself by his 
own personal investigation whether the 
man ought to have boen dismissed. He 
above all others ought to have attended 
the hearings personally, but it was an- 
nounced when the heatings opened that 
the Governor declined to attend and pre- 
side. lie positively declined, however, 
;uid the speaker charged that, like an 
unfaithful sentinal, lie deserted his post 
and lied. He ridiculed the kitcheu cabi- 
net of Gov. Russell, nud the men who, as 
he put it, deigned to enter the Demo- 
cratic party for the sake of dictating its 
policy and holding tho offices. Ho treat- 
ed Gov. RusscH’s calamity speech at 
some length, and criticised the attitude 
of tho Democratic party a* being on both 
sides of the silver question, and declared 
that the large free coinage section of the 
party in the west and south would wag 
the small honest dollar coterie of Now 
England. Mr. Brackett referred to tho 
Democratic party as the party of calamity 
and averred that good crops and good 
business meant defeat, while it gloated 
like the wrecker over all kinds of mis- 
fortune. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


TEST OF A NEW SYSTEM MADE IN THE 
UNDERWOOD SCHOOL. 

A test of a new system of heating and 
ventilation which has been applied to the 
Underwood school was made Monday. 
Tho system was receutly put, into the 
building by D. P. Gosline, the inventor, 
under supervision of City Enginer Noyes 
of Newton. Mr. Noyes was present at the 
test with Mr. Gosline, Alderman Shep- 
pard and Mr. II. Chapin Sawin, head 
mastor of tho Bigelow school. 

The system is one of direct and indi- 
rect ventilation. The radiators connect- 
od by piping with a sectional boiler are 
located iu the ventilating shaft, divided 
into two cotnpartmeuts. Thu pure air is 
drawn into the lower shaft at the bottom 
of the building by means of a fan oper- 
ated by a water motor and distributed 
into the rooms after being heated as hot 
air. The vitiated air is drawn out at the 
bottom of the room by mechanical de 
vices, and forced inlo tho upper section 
of the ventilating shaft and out through 
its aperture over the top of the tftiilding. 

State Inspector Coon iu his nnuual re- 
port will devote several pages to the 
Underwood school, giving illustrations ot 
the Gosline system, lie has taken the 
quality of the air iu the building at pre- 
liminary te*t prior to the school session 
when 200 children were iu the building, 
and at its close. He stated that the air 
in each case was free from carbonic gas 
and as pure us that outside. Thu opin- 
ion of other experts who have examined 
the system coincides with that of State 
inspector Coott aud it is believed that 
the bust possible results have been at- 
tained iu the Underwood school. 

The new departure in heating and ven- 
tilating school buildings lias attracted 
much attention, and the result of tho ex- 
periment iu Newton will be awaited with 
much interest. Mr. A F. Noves, the 
city engineer, says'tlmt it is an ideal sys- 
tem. 


Mr. Charles Davenport of Cambridge, 
one of the oiiginators of the Charles 
river embankment sohenie, believed that 
if the present scheme of improvement 
along the Imuks of the Chat lee was car- 
ried Ollt wo should have a grandet 
system than any otlior other city in the 
world. 

Mr. Walter II. Lawson of Newton en- 
tered a strong protest against tho clos- 
ing up of the navigation of the river, lie- 
pointed out that by the erection of a darn 
at the Watertown arsenal the river above 
it could he turned into a beautiful 
pleasure park in summer, and a fine 
skating pond in winter. 

Mr. Albert Brackett of Newton and 
Oliver Shaw of Watertown urged the 
dredging of the river. Something 
should ho done toward giving the people 
either deep water or high hanks. 

G. D. Driest of Watertown thought the 
Metropolitan and Watertown sewers 
would greatlv improve n utters. 

Augustus Russ, as trustee of an esinto 
on the hank of tho Charles, added his 

pinion that something was necessary 
to improve present conditions either by 
dredging or construction o f tiaro. 

On Saturday morning. (J r. 24, tho com- 
missioners will give a V',,| j|,g to citizens 
of Boston on the same subject.

Is lie 
hot and restless— she slips a crumb of Ice 
into his mouth, gently sponges face and 
hands, smoothes the crumpled bed linen 
and finally w ith no effort on his wart, has 
got him over to to the fresh pillow and cool 
do of tlie bed.

Doth branch©* of the City Council met 
Monday evening. In the board of alder- 
men all the members were presqnt and 
Mayor Hibbard presided. 

The election officer* appointed last 
week wore confirmed. 

The report of the overseers o/ the poor 
was received for the last quarter, $2,4:11 
had been expended on outside poor and 
salary of clerk, and there was a balance 
on hand of $1,901. 

Alderman Crehore presented a petitiou 
from Herbert A. Boyuton and thirty-two 
others of Nowtouvlllo asking that the 
proposed now hose house be located on 
tho Wellington lot, as such location 
would host servo public interests. Re- 
ferred to public property committee. 

Chas. A. Miner and others asked for 
street crossiugs on Loxingtou street at 
junction of Anburn and also at head of 
Freeman streets. 

Horace Cousens was granted license to 
build two additions to stable on Beacon 
street, one ISxo feet and one 16x25 for 
hen house and carriage shed. 

John Cooney presented claim for in- 
juries received in the hand by pickaxe 
while engaged in sewer connection 
work. 

John Crafts presented claim for dam- 
ages for fall on Pearl street. 

W. 11. Mclntire asked for Ifcense to 
run an express wagon, with stand on 
Margiu nod Bowers streets. 

Stephen G. Coolidge and eight others 
asked for oue street lamp on Nonantum 
street, betweeu St. James street and 
passage to the Charles river. 

James Grady gave notice of inteutiou 
to build house 53x20 on Nonantum street. 

Frank L.Chamberlain asked for license 
for express wagon with staud ou Centre 
street. 

S. B. Whittemore asked for license to 
“build addition to stable ou Washington 
street, Ward 7, 20x40 feet, to be used for 
storage for stable. 

Alderman Hyde from the license com- 
mittee reported in favor of granting a 
0th class liquor license to Sawyer A* Co., ; 
Newtonville. 

The Newton Real Estate Association 
asked for license to build addition 12x7 
feet to Tremont hall building, Ward 2, to 
be used for stores; grauted, 

Alderman Sheppard reported from the , 
printing committee that they had secured 
revised bids for the c^ty printing, and I 
on these Fanning & Co. were the lowest I 
bidders, the amount of their bid being 
$507, and the coutract was awarded to 
them. 

Ou motion of Alderman Fenno the un- 
expended balances left from the Chapel, 
Boylstou, Hammond and Arlington street 
appropriations were transferred to the 
appropriation for the improvement of 
Bellevue street. 

In the common council when this or- 
der came up, Mr. Forkuall said Chapel 
street was still in bad condition aud 
needed all the money appropriated for 
it, aud he moved to uou-concur. which 
was done. Afterwards, ou beiug in- 
formed that the balance of the Chapel 
street appropriation was only $3.S7, Mr. 
Forkuall moved to reconsider, aud the 
board concurred with the aldermen. 

Ou morion of Alderman Fenno the 
highway committee was authorized to 
opeu for travel River path, from Ash 
street to the Charles river, at an expense 
not to exceed $200. 

CHEESECAKE UUOOK. 

The hour having arrived for the hear- 
ing ou the petition for widening and re- 
constructing Cheesecake brook from 
Eddy stieet to the Charles river, the two 
boards went into j tint convention. 

Mr. E. T. Wiswall was the tiist peti- 
tiouei. He said that his land abutted on 
the brook for some 500 feet, lie had no 
trouble live years ago, when the brook 
was large enough to take care of what 
water came do.vu, but so many new 
drains had been laid by the city, opening 
into the brook. that the quantity <d water 
had been greatly increased. Now the 
water alter a rain came down very quick- 
ly, aud the brook could uot carry ii 
away. The city had widened and walled 
up the br ok as far as E ldy street, and 
before that \\ ts done there was a good 
deal ol trouble above, a* the city had 
found in a recent suit. Tiie j »b was be- 
gun at the wrong end, however, the 
widening ought to have been done at the 
lower end ot the brook first, but now 
things were going on from bad to worse. 
Below Eddy street the brook was n irrow 
and crooked, and below North street it 
had a fall of some 20 feet in reaching the 
river. If that fall \\ it divided up above 
North street and the brook mule 1_' teat 
wide, it would care for the water. There 
was no freshet last winter, but his laud 
was dowed to the width of :) or 4 rods, 

hicli froze over, and the ice killed all 
the grass. Five years ago he had built a 
bouse ou Raisons street, and the bottom 

• I the cellar was a foot above the wall of 
the brook. lie supposed that was 
cuoujh, but the water now was frequent- 
ly a foot or m ne high ill the cellar, and 
"ther houses along the brook suffered 
< veil moio seriousl,. .Something ought 
to be done to carry this water olf. Ho 
did not lliink C necessary to build a 
wall. The city engineer had estimated i 
big sum, toil be bad asked a reli ible

1’he nrook ran by his laud, ami 
attli-s lowei end, it was a good deal ot 
the time midt 1 water, and sand aud 
gravel came dow n and ruined Ids grass. 
The water had also backed up and ran 
down a little brook be ween his land aud 
Mrs. Morrill's, aud this brook which \va> 
dry in summer was often :j) feet wide 
after a tain 01 a thaw. Water had come 
into bin cellar, and his family had ant- 
lered a good deal Ii mu colds aud sick- 
ness. as the result. The only way to | 
1* medy matters w 1- to widen and deepen 
the brook. Mr. May nut d, who was one 
ot the worst sullcieis, was ill tonight 
and could not attend. His laud was 
uudci w ater all last wiutei , uu l was icn- 1 
deled useless by the water. In summer 
the stencil from the brook was tcinblc, 
when the water was low. the result ot 
sewage beiug turned into the brouk. 

Mrs. Morrill XsaiJIJshe owned three 
acres of land, which was oftou covered 
with walei and the ice killed the grass 1 
and mudered the laud almost useless. 


Mrs. Fuller said she had suffered a 
good deal from tho brook, which ran by 
her bouse. In summer the stench was 
terrible, and the brook would overflow 
after every rain and bring down sticks 
and stones and gravel, so that it was im- 
possible to raise glass. Something ought 
to be done to reliove tho land owners 
along tho brook. 

Mr. Avery said be suffered less than 
Mr. Maynaid and some of tho otheis.but 
bis grass land bad been ruined, and as 
i the city was continually draining more 
water into the brook tilings would only 
grow worse instead of better. 

Mi. Wiswall said that now they bad 
more water tlmn they could take care of, 
but the board of health was draining the 
Maguc meadow, and the water from this 
would go into tho brook. A four foot 
drain was being put in there, and this 
was half the carrying capacity of the 
brook. lie did not know what would 
become of them with more water. 

Tho hearing was then closed and the 
joint convention adjourned. 

The Pettee Machine Works and the 
estate of Henry Billings petitioned to 
have the city drain Chestnut street and 
Linden street. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
mayor to lease for three or five years a 
I room or rooms for elections in Central 
Block, Newtonville. 

The board then went into executive 
sossion for about five minutes. 

The hearing ou the application of the 
j N. E. Telephone Co’s Application for 
j license to put up poles ou Regent street 
was opened. Councilman Ruffe stated 
that Regent street was not yet a public 
i street, as it had not been accepted by the 
! city, aud as it was his property he sup- 
posed he was the only one who had any- 
thing to say about it. The hearing was 
closed with smiles all round. 

The order appropriating $15,000 for 
1 school house at Waban was rescinded, 
and another order appropriating the 
same amount was passed. 

Fail view street was ordered te be laid 
out, graded aud accepted bj the city. 

The sum of $33,400 was appropriated 
for city expenses duriug November. 

The executive committee of the New- 
ton Highlands Improvement Association 
by its president and secretary, Moses G. 
Crane and John F. Heckman, tendered 
to the city the ornamental fountain ou 
tho corner of Walnut and Forest streets, 
ou condition that the city accept and 
care for the same. In the common coun- 
cil tho matter was referred to the water 
board, but Alderman Hyde said that was 
hardly the proper thing to do with a gift, 
and ou his motion the fountain was ac- 
cepted with thanks. 

A. J. Carswell and some 20 other resi- 
dents of Newton Centre stated that 
public health required the extension of 
sewerage to Newton Centre, as soon as 
possible. Referred to the sewer com- 
mittee. 

Residents of Hollis street. Ward 7, 
petitioned for concrete sidewalks. 

CITY HALL. 

A long discussion arose over the leas- 
ing of City Hall. Alderman Hyde said 
citizens of West Newton thought they 
had some claim to the use of the hall, as 
they contributed some $15,000 towards 
building it, and tho public property com- 
mittee would like to accommodate them 
if possible. According to an order of 
the board the hall was given up to the 
city engineer during the day time, and 
could only be leased evenings. It had 
been suggested that the city engineer put 
up a canvas partition, so that the rest of 
the hall could be leased. 

Alderman Luke said there was now no 
other It .ill in West Newton to be secured, 
and bethought if the citiznis could be 
accommodated in any way, they should 
be. The citizens of West Newton had 
a dancing class of some 80 pupils, 
and they wanted the hall from 4 to 0 
Moudays. The music had been engaged j 
and the invitations were out. 

Aldermen Harbach and Fenno favored 
leasing it if possible, and the public pro- 
perty committee were authorized to let 
such part of the hall as was not needed 
by the city engineer.

The superintendent's recommendation 
that the schools of the city be closed on 
Friday, Oct. 30, in order to permit the 
teachers to attend the convention of the ! 
Middlesex County Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. was uiiauim nisly adopted. 

Mr. Bond reported for Mr. Drew of 
the committee ou revisioa of rules aud 
regulations. He moved the adoption of 
an order authorizing tho printing of the 
teport aud an order providing for an 
adjournment of the board until Wednes- 
day X iv.

At the Station. 

A fniniliar scene from Howell’s now 
story in the Boston Sunday Herald: The 
train was a littl - late, and Elhridgc was 
early; after a fow moments of formal 
waiting, he began to wnlk the clippod 
horses up and down tho street. As they 
walked they sent those quivers and thrills 
over their thin coats which horses can 
givo at will; they moved their heads up 
and down, slowly and easily, and made 
their hells janglo noisily together; tho 
hursts of sound evoked by their firm and 
nervous naco died back in showers and 
falling drops of music. All the time 
Elhridgc swore at them affectionately, 
with the unconscious profanity of the 
rustic Yankee whoso lot has been much 
cast with horses. In the halts he made 
at each return to tho station, ho let his 
blasphemies bubble sociably from him in 
response to the friendly imprecations of 
the three or four other drivers who were 
waiting for the train; they had apparent- 
ly no other parlance. The drivers of tho 
hotel ’bus and of the local express wagon 
were particular friends; they gave ench 
other to perdition at every other word; a 
growing boy, who had come to meet Mr. 
Gerrish, the merchant, with tho family 
sleigh, made himself a fountain of mean- 
ingless maledictions; the publio hnckman 
who admired Elhridgc almost as much ns 
ho respected Elbrldgo’s horses (they were 
really Northwick’s, but the professional 
convention was that they were El- 
bridge’s), clothed them with fond curses 
as with a garment. Ho was himself, 
more literally speaking, clothed in au 
old ulster, much frayed about the wrists 
and skirts, and polished across the mid- 
dle of tho back by rubbing againts 
counters and window sills. Ho was 
bearded like a patriarch, and ho woro a 
rusty fur cap pulled dowu over his ears, 
though it was uot very cold; its peak 
rested ou tho point of his nose, so that 
he had to throw his head far back to get 
Ethridge in the field of his vision. El- 
bridge had on a high hat, and was 
smooth buttoned to his throat in a plain 
coachman’s coat of black; North wick had 
never cared to have him make a closer 
approach to a livery; and it is doubtful if 
Elhridgc would have done it if ho had 
asked or ordered it of him. He deferred 
to Northwiek in a measure as the owner 
of his horses but he did defer to him in 
any other quality,

A NEW HATCH OF FACTS FROM ARTHUR 


To the Editor of tho Herald: Tlio ad- 
vanco in tho cost and price of carpets 
seems to bo peculiarly annoying to tho lie 
publican politicians who aro now trying 
to show that protection reduces prices, 
and as they do not understand, or do not 
fail ly state tho facts, it may bo desirable 
to refer to somo facts again. 

Lowell carpets, both brussels and in- 
grains, aro known all over the country as 
tho best of their kind in quality and 
stylo, and their prices are on record as 
the standard for very many years. Of 
course, I did not expect that Mr. Iiced 
would know how tho McKinley bill had 
affected them, and as ho does not under- 
stand my views as to the tariff or my 
connection with many ’‘protected” in- 
dustries, I need only say thnt getting 
all the duties you want on your goods is 
not my way of lookiug at the interests 
of tlio country as a whole, but it is of 
the very essence of modern protectionism. 

Of oouise, as different men’s wants in- 
terfere, a tariff bill is a great log-rolling 
scheme, with very little regard for tho 
public interest, though to cirry along tlm 
public and get their votes a great dual is 
said about the interest of the working- 
man, and now that nearly all kinds of 
merchandise have fallen in prieo since the 
passage of tho McKinley bill the interests 
of the consumer (hitherto ignored) are 
talked of with a great deal of affection- 
ate sympathy. 

Rut Col. Allen onCo bought a Lowell 
carpet about 20 years ago at two or three 
times today’s price, and as lie lives in 
Lowell bo might have been expected to 
understand a litt le better than he seems to 
do tlm reason why carpets aro cheaper 
than they were 20 or 10 years ago, and 
why the prico oi Lowell shares went up 
after the passage of the McKinley bill. 

As hundreds of stockholders who live 
in Lowell can tell him, the price of the 
stock went up because the price of car- 
pets advanced. 

That increased the profits of the com- 
pany for the time because it had wool on 
hand at the old and lower pi ice, and was 
selling carpets at anew and higher price. 
The price of the shares advanced, not 
$57, as ho says, but $100. But dull trade 
lias begun to tell on the prices, which 
have fallen again, and yet tlio increased 
costs and tho annoying' restrictions and 
ambiguities of t lie law remain. 

I said something about the methods 
and inventions that had reduced the 
costs of goods iu tlio past 10 or 20 years 
There are several kinds of ‘‘invention;” 
one of them is that kind of thing that 
omits half of the truth and quotes a 
part only of a sontcuce. When one says 
that the tariff is the cause of the fall in 
prices and that inventions are merely 
concomitants, bo should not omit, tho 
important fact that prices have fallen 
equally in free trade Englaud. If it is 
of any comfort fo Col. Allen, 1 can tell 
him that Lowell carpets have fallen 
about 40 per cent, iu tho past 10 years, 
and his neighbors in Lowell can tell him 
that nothing but the changes in mechan- 
ical vvorx and iu tlio methods and man- 
agement of tho work have made it possi- 
ble for the company to meet without ruin 
the immense fall in prices. But this re- 
duction in prices, as tho result of im- 
proved machines and methods in 10 or 20 
years is very different from a change 
iu prico as the result of dull -trade 
from any temporary cause, whether 
it be a failure or crops, ruinous failures 
in tho Argentine Republic or the McKin- 
ley bill. 

One tiling is certain; tlio manufactur- 
ers who asked for and obtained high 
duties hoped and expected to get higher 
prices. They were not fools enough to 
think that they oould make money by 
putting down prices. Prices have tum- 
bled about their ears much to their db- 
gust. If excessive American competition 
started recklessly into existence by tl o 
McKinley bill, lias reduced prices, it 
seems to a manufacturer more injurious 
than the former English competition. 
If protection reduces prices as speedily 
as they have fallen since the McKinley 
bill, manufacturers have had enough of 
it. If 50 per cent, protective duties 
were not high enough, 100 per cent. seems 
to be worse still, and we shall owe to 
this last reckless aud monstrous tariff act 
the opeuiug of the question of free 
trade. 

If it is the McKinley bill that has ad- 
vanced costs ami reduced prices, to tho 
disgust of the manufacturers, is it also 
tho McKinley bill that has brought to a 
standstill more carpet looms than have 
probably been idle for 10 years? 

And, if so, are tho carpet weavers and 
the spinuers of carpet yarns as grateful 
to restriction and protection for stoppage 
of work as tho Republican speakers pro- 
fess to be for tho general fall in prices? 
Did the Republican protectionist manu- 
facturers who wont to Washington in 
1888 and 1890 give to these members of 
Congress any idea that it was a fall in 

{ irices they were seeking for through 
ligh duties? Arthur T. Lyman. 
Bostou, Oct. 24, 1891. 

Increased Prices. 

Co). Allen says that prices have not 
increased, aud evidently shuts his eyes 
aud ears to any further light on the sub- 
ject. But Governor Russell at Lawrence 
presented a list of 122 articles, on which 
the tariff had been advanced, given him 
by ouo of tho largest retail establish- 
ments of Bostou, showing an average 
advance of 2. r > per cent over tho prices of 
September, 1890, before tho McKinley 
bill had been euactod. included in tho 
list are gloves, lace curtains, upholstered 
furniture, woolen dress goods, flannel 
wrappers, plush garni cuts, pearl, vege- 
tables, braid aud crochet buttons, woolen 
hosioiy, worsted coalings, as Irak ban 
cloth, corduroy cloth, silk plush, etc., 
underwear of various kinoB, corsets, 
scissors, pocket kuives, domestic woolen 
blankets, quilts, spreads, mohair braids, 
laces, neckties, foreign umbrellas aud 
purasolg, cotton and linen handkerchiefs, 
sorgo aud satin coat and sleeve linings, 
foroigu aud domestic waterproof cloth, 
etc. Iu somo cases tho cost, of goods 
bus been advanced to tho merchant who 
for tlio time sells at tho old prices. 


Tho governor further given a long list 
of articles of glasmvaro ami crockery on 
which duties were advanced whore tlio 
retail piled has been advanced from 0 to 
20 per cent. Tin so include common 
tumblera and giblets, on which the duty 
was advanced 15 percent which are now 
selling at prices from (1 to 15 per con: 
higher; white lamp shades, pickle and 
preserve dishes, bowls, water sols and 
pitchers on which duties were advanced 
12 per cent and which aro now selling 
from 7 to 111 per cent above Inst year’s 
prices; and earthenware cups ami sau- 
cers, plates, philters, vegetables dishes, 
pitchers, bowls, mugs nml various table 
dishes on which duties were advanced 
10 per cent while prices have been in- 
creased from 5 to 12 por cent. On tlio 
basis of estimated average yearly con- 
sumption, the additional cost per year of 
these articles to the people of Massa- 
chusetts must bo over $5,000,000 or over 
$2 por oapitn. Another table submitted 
shows an advance of from 17 to 104 per 
ceut in the prices of common and doublo 
thick window glass, both imported and 
domestic, and on ground glass. 

Following up this attack at Lowell 
Saturday night, Mr. Russo) presented a 
further list of 127 articlos consisting of 
various forms of iron and s'eel, tin plate, 
lead, groceries and provisions, etc., on 
which duties have been advanced, show- 
ing from the market reports of tho Iron 
Ago, Now England Grocer, Boston 
Advertiser and other papors, an ndvauco 
iu tho average prices of last Soptemho 
over September, 1889, of various percen- 
tages. Ho further gave from the Carpet 
and Upholstery Trade Review quotations 
on tho carpets of tho Bigelow, Lowell, 
Hartford, Higgins, Worcester and other 
manufacturing companies, showing an 
advance in average price for last Septem- 
ber of from .‘5 to 15 per cent ns compared 
with tho average quotations for Septem- 
ber of last year. 

The Springfield Republican says on 
this question : 

It would seem to bo evident from a 
common-sense standpoint that taxes on 
wools or tlnx or other raw materials, 
which our manufacturers must import, 
must increase tho cost of production to 
them, and, to recoup themselves, that 
they must throw over the increased cost 
upon the consumer. And it would seem 
evident also that, increased taxes on im- 
ports of finished goods must increase 
their cost to tho ultimate buyers. And 
it would further seem clear that a high 
tariff on competing imports may give op- 
portunity for American manufacturers 
to form pools anti rings, as they do in 
many cases, and to force up their pi ices 
on consumers to tho high-tax level. To 
say that it is not the intent and effect of 
a higher tariff on imports to increase 
their cost to consumers, is to say that 
conditions of absolute free trade must be 
the aim and effect of such tariff. Such a 
tariff must of course bo useless as a 
measure of protection. What do the 
Republicans expect to gain iu tho long 
run by now attempting to blind the eyes 
of the people to oo manifest a fact? 


[Springfield Repaid lean.] 

This carpet controversy seems to have 
aroused much of tho spirit which moves 
the tin-plate partisan. According to the 
Boston Herald, Cel. Allen first asserted 
that carpets hid been reduced in price. 
Then Arthur T. Lyman of the Lowell 
carpet company who was given as the 
authority of Mr. Allen’s table, wrote that 
carpets had hi en increased in price be- 
cause of the new tariff. Then another 
carpet manufacturer indignantly denied 
what Mr. Lyman said; and then a man 
who is himself a republican and a pro- 
| tectionist offered to produce bills iu 
which that last manufacturer had in- 
creased tho prices of $0000 worth of his 
goods from $1.12 1-2 a yard, the price of 
a year ago, to $1.22 this year. How this 
.world is given to lying, and never more 
so than when the disputants see differ- 
ent sides of the political shield.

Ou motion of Aldermau Fenuo the un- 
expended balances left from the Chapel, 
Boylstou, Hammond and Arlington street 
appropriations were transferred to the 
appropriation for the improvement of 
Bellevue street. 

In the common council when this or- 
der came up, Mr. Forkuall said Chapel 
street was still in bad condition and 
needed all the money appropriated for 
it, and ho moved to uou-concur. which 
was done. Afterwards, on being in- 
formed that the balance of the Chapel 
street appropriation was only $5.87, Mr. 
Forkuall moved to reconsider, and the 
board concurred with the aldermen. 

On motion of Aldermau Feuuo the 
highway committee was authorized to 
open for travel River path, from Ash 
street to the Charles river, at an expense 
not to exceed $200.

The city had widened and walled 
up the hr ok as fur as K Idy street, ami 
before that wo* done there was a good 
deal ot trouble above, as the city had 
found in a recent suit. 'l’Ue j tb was be- 
gun at the wrong en I, however, the 
widening ought to have been done at the 
lower end oi the brook tiist, but tiow 
things were going on from bid to worse. 
Below Eddy stieet the brook was u mow 
aud crooked, and below North street it 
had a fall of soma 2') feet in reaching t lie 
river. If that tali was divided up above 
North street aud the brook m ule 12 feet 
wide, it would care for the water. There

| city, and as it was his property he sup- 
posed he was the ouly one who had any- 
thing to say about it. The hearing was 
closed with smiles all rouud. 

Tho order appropriating $lo,(X)0 for 
school house at Waban was rescinded, 
and another order appropriating the 
same amount was passed. 

Fail view street was ordered te be laid 
, out, graded aud accepted bj the city. 

The sum of $33,400 was appropriated 
for city expenses during November. 

The executive committee of tho New- 
ton Highlands Improvement Association 
by its president and secretary, Moses G. 
Crane and John F. Heckman, tendered 
to the city the ornamental fouutaiu on 
tho corner of Waluut and Forest streets, 
ou condition that tho city accept and 
care for the same. In the common coun- 
cil the matter was referred to the water 
board, but Alderman Hyde said that was 
hardly the proper thing to do with a gift, 
and on his motion the fountain was ac- 
cepted with thauks. 

A. J. Carswell and some 20 other resi- 
dents of Newton Centre stated that 
public health required the extension of 
sewerage to Newton Centre, as soon as 
possible. Referred to the sewer com- 
mittee. 

Residents of Hollis street. Ward 7, 
petitioned for concrete sidewalks. 

CITY HALL. 

A long discussion arose over the leas- 
ing of City Hall. Alderman Hyde said 
citizens of West Newton thought they 
had some claim to the use of the hall, as 
they contributed some $15,000 towards 
buildiug it, and the public property com- 
mittee would like to accommodate them 
if possible. According to an order of 
the board the hall was given up to the 
city engineer during the day time, and 
could ouly be leased eveuiugs. It had 
been suggested that the city engineer put 
! up a canvas partition, so that the rest of 
j the ball could be leased. 

Alderman Luke said there was now no 
I other hall in West Newton to bo secured, 
and he thought if the citizens could be

: and they wanted the hall from 4 to 0 
Mondays. The music had been engaged 
aud the invitations were out. 

Aldermen Harbach and Feuno favored

i by the city engiueer.

The superintendent’* recommendation 
that the schools of the city be closed on 
Friday, Odt. 50, in order to permit the 
teachers to attend the convention of the I 
Middlesex County Teachers' Associa- 
tion, was unauim uisly adopted. 

Mr. Bond reported for Mr. Drew of ' 
the committee ou revisioa of rules and 
regulations. He moved the adoption of 
an order authorizing the printiug of the 
icpoit aud an order providing for an 
adjournment of the board until Wednes- 
day N >v. 11, for tho purpose ot discus- 1 
sing it. Both orders were adopted. 

John R. Henderson was appointed I 
janitor of the Hyde school building aud > 
bis saluiy lixed at $50 per mouth. 

Mr. L iwrence reported foi the drill i 
instructor of tho High school battalion : 
that twenty-five boys were unfitted for 1 
military drill. The boys, bestid, were 
light weight, averaging 05 lb*. and too 
you ig, av. racing II years. Maj iicnvou 
says that buys under thirteen should be ! 
prohibited from military drill. A mo- 
tion. presented by Mr. Lawrence, dis- 
qualifying t vuuty-tive boys in the depart- 
ment of militaiv drill was ununimouslv , 
passed. 

On motion ot Mr. Bond an mler 
pass'd appropriating $13,(141. til for 
ilepuimeut expenses of the current 
month. 

A petition of Mr. \V. II. Gould and 
twelve otneis requesting the appoint-; 
ment of an additional teacher in the 
Waban school was referred to the Ward 
Four district committee with power. 

Ou motion of Rev. Mr. Ilorubrookc it j 
was voted t > increase the salary of the 
secretary of the board from -rd'X) to $5'Ht 
per annum, dating from July 1, Ib'Jl. 

Mrs. Davis made some inquiries in be- 
half of the president of the W. C. T. l\ 
in regard to teaching temperance in the 
schools, as required bylaw. Supt. Jones i 
slid that temperance instruction was 1 
being provided ami that the work would 
be properly mappe I out as soon as 
possible, lie expected, he said, to re- 
port definitely upon the subject by Jaw. 

On motion of Mr. Lawreuoe, Hie board 
voted to authorize its secretary to collect j 
the printed repoitsofthe school boaid , 
and complete arrangements for binding 
them. 

An order relative to the school appro- 
priation was rescinded and a new order 
passed requesting the city council to up- j 
propriate $152, 100 for the school depart- i 
ment expenses of 189:2. 


At 1 lie Station. 

A familiar scone from Howell’s now 
story in the Boston Sunday Herald: The 
train wns a HttL* late, ami Klhridge wns 
enriy; nfter n fow moments of formnl 
waiting, he began to walk tho clipped 
horses up and down tho streot. As they 
walked they sent those quivers nnd thrills 
over their thin coats which horses cnti 
give at will; they moved their heads up 
and down, slowly and easily, and made 
their bells jangle noisily together; the 
bursts of sound evoked by their firm nnd 
nervous once died baek in showers ntid 
falling drops of music. All the time 
El bridge swore nt them afTeotionately, 
with the unconscious profanity of the 
rustic Yankee whoso lot has boon much 
cast with horses. In tho halts he made 
at each return to tho station, ho lot his 
blasphemies bubble sociably from him in 
response to the friendly imprecations of 
the three or four other drivers who were 
waiting for the train, tney had apparent- 
ly no other parlance. The drivers of tho 
hotel ’bus and of the local express wagon 
wero particular friends; they gavo each 
othor to perdition at every other word; a 
growing ooy, who had come to meet Mr. 
Gerrish, the merchant, with tho family 
sleigh, made himself a fountain of mean- 
ingless maledictions; the publio hack man 
who admired Elbridgo almost as much as 
ho respected Elbridge’s horses (they were 
roally Northwick’s, but tho professional 
convention was that they wore El- 
bridge's), clothed them with fond curses 
as with a garment.

CARPETS A NO THE TARIFF. 


A NEW BATCH OF FACTS FROM ARTHUR 
T. HYMAN. 

To the Editor of tlio Herald: The ad- 
vanco in the cost and price of carpets 
seems to bo peculiarly annoying to the Re 
publican politicians who aro now trying 
to show that protection reduces prices, 
and as they do not understand, or do not 
faitly state the facts, it may ho desirable 
to refer to somo facts again. 

Lowell carpets, both bmssels and in- 
grains, aro known ull over the country as 
the best of their kind in quality and 
stylo, and thoir prices aro on record as 
the standard for very many years. Of 
course, I did not expect that Mr. Reed 
would know how the McKinley bill had 
affected them, and as ho does not under- 
stand my views as to the tariff or my 
connection with many •‘protected” in- 
dustries, I need only say that gotting 
all the dutios you want on your goods is 
not my way of lookiug at the interests 
of the country as a whole, but it is of 
tlio very essence of modern protectionism. 

Of couise, as different men’s wants in- 
terfero, a tariff bill is a great log-rolling 
scheme, with very little regard for the 
public interest, though to cirry along til* 
public and get their votes a groat deni is 
said about the interest of the working- 
man, and now that nearly all kinds of 
merchandise have fallen in price since the 
passage of the McKinley hill the interests 
of the consumer (hitherto ignored) are 
talked of with a groat deal of affeotion- 
ate sympathy. 

But Col. Allen once bought a Lowell 
carpet about 20 years ago at two or three 
times today’s price, and as he lives in 
Lowell ho might have been expected to 
understand a little better than lie seems to 
do the reason why carpets are cheaper 
than they were 20 or 10 years ago, and 
why the price of Lowell shares went up 
after the passage of the McKinley bill. 

As hundreds of stockholders who live 
in Lowell can tell him. the price of the 
stock wont up because the price of car- 
pets advanced. 

That increased the profits of the com- 
pany for t he timo because it had wool on 
hand at the old and lower pi ice, and was 
selling carpets at anew and higher price. 
The juice of the shares advanced, not 
$57, as lie says, but $100. But dull trade 
lias begun to tell on the prices, which 
have fallen again, and yet tlio increased 
costs and the annoying restrictions and 
ambiguities of the law remain. 

[ said something about the methods 
and inventions that had reduced the 
costs of goods iu the past 10 or 20 years. 
There are several kinds of “invention;” 
one of them is that kind of tiling that 
omits half of the truth and quotes a 
part only of a sentence. When one says 
that the tariff is the cause of tlio fall iu 
prices and that inventions are merely 
concomitants, bo should not omit the 
important fact that prices have fallen 
equally m free trade England. If it is 
of any comfort to Col. Allen, I can tell 
him that Lowell carpets have fallen 
about 40 per cent, in the past 10 years, 
and ins neighbors in Lowell can tell him 
that nothing hut the changes in mechan- 
ical wora and in the methods and man- 
agement of the work have made it possi- 
ble for the company to meet without ruin 
the immense fall iu prices. But this re- 
duction in prices, as the result of im- 
proved machines and methods iu 10 or 20 
years is very different from a change 
iu price as the result of dull -trade 
from any temporary cause, whether 
it be a failure of crops, ruinous failures 
iu the Argentine Republic or the McKin- 
ley bill. 

One thing is certain; tlio manufactur- 
ers who asked for and obtained high 
duties hoped and expected to get higher 
prices. They were not fools enough to 
think that they could make money by 
putting down prices. Puces have tum- 
bled about their ears much to their dis- 
gust. If excessive American competition 
started recklessly into existence by tt e 
McKinley bill, has reduced prices, it 
seems to a manufacturer more injurious 
than the former English competition. 
If protection reduces prices as speedily 
as they have fallen since tlio McKinley 
bill, nmnufacturbrs have had enough of 
it. If 50 per cent, protective duties 
were not high enough, 100 per cent. seems 
to be worse still, and we shall owe to 
this last reckless and monstrous tariff act 
the opuuing of the question of free 
trade. 

If it is the McKinley hill that litis ad- 
vanced costs ami reduced prices, to the 
disgust of t lie manufacturers, is it also 
the McKinley bill that has brought to a 
standstill more carpet looms than have 
probably been id lo for 10 yoarsi* 

And, if so, aro tho carpet weavers and 
the spinners of carpet yarns as grateful 
to restriction and protection for stoppage 
of work as the Republican speakers pro- 
fess to be for tho general fall iu prices? 
Did the Republican protectionist manu- 
facturers who went to Washington in 
1888 and 1800 give to these members of 
Congress any idea that it was a fail iu 
nrices they were seeking for through 
high duties? Arthur T. Lyman.

Increased Prices. 

Co). Allen says that prices have not 
increased, and evidently shuts his eyes 
and ears to auy further light on the sub- 
ject. But Governor Russell at Lawrence 
presented a list of 122 articlos, on which 
the tariff had been advanced, given him 
by one of the hirgost retail establish- 
ments of Bostqn, showing an average 
advauce of 25 per cent over the prices of 
September, 1800, before the McKinley 
hill had been enacted, liicludod iu the 
list are gloves, lace curtains, upholstered 
furniture, woolen dress goods, tlannel 
wrappers, plush garments, pearl, vege- 
tables, braid and crochet buttons, woolen 
liosieiy, worsted coatiugs, astrakhan 
cloth, corduroy cloth, silk plush, etc., 
underwear of various kiuds, corsets, 
scissors, pocket knives, domestic woolen 
blankets, quilts, spreads, mohair braids, 
laces, neckties, foreign umbrellas and 
parasols, cotton and linen handkerchiefs, 
serge aud satin coat aud sleeve linings, 
foreigu and domestic waterproof cloth, 
ete. Iu sonic cases the costj of goods 
has boeu advanced to tho merchant who 
for the time sells at the old prices. 


Tho governor further gives a long list 
of articles of glasswaro and crockery on 
which duties wero advanced whern tho 
retail piled hns been advancod from 0 to 
20 per cent. Tlieso include common 
tumblers ami goblets, on which tile duty 
was advanced 15 per cent which are now 
selling at prises from 0 lo 15 per cent 
higher; white lamp shades, pickle and 
preserve dishes, bowls, water sets and 
pitchers on which duties wero advanced 
12 per cent ami which aro now selling 
from 7 to 1(1 per cent above last year’s 
prices; and earthen ware cups ami sau- 
cers, plates, platters, veget allies dishes, 
pitchers, howls, mugs aud various table 
dishes on which duties wero advanced 
10 per cent while prices have beet) In- 
creased from 5 to 12 per cent. On thu 
basis of estimated average yearly con- 
sumption, thu additional cost per year of 
those articles to the people of Massa- 
chusetts must bo over $5,000,000 or over 
$2 per capita. Another table submitted 
shows an advance of from 17 to 104 per 
cent in tho prices of common and double 
thick window glass, botii imported and 
domestic, and on ground glass. 

Following up this attack at Lowell 
Saturday night, Mr. Russol presented a 
further list of 127 articlos consisting of 
various forms of iron nnd steel, tin plate, 
lead, groceries aud provisions, etc., on 
which duties have been advanced, show- 
ing from the market reports of tlio Iron 
Ago, New England Grocer, Boston 
Advertiser aud other papers, an advance 
iu the average prices of last Septum bo 
over September, 1881), of various percen- 
tages. He further gave from the Carpet 
and Upholstery Trade Review quotations 
on tho carpets of tho Bigolow, Lowell, 
Hartford, Higgins, Worcester and other 
manufacturing companies, showing an 
advance in average price for last Septem- 
ber of from :i to 15 per cent as compared 
with tho average quotations for Septem- 
ber of last year. 

Tho Springfield Republican says on 
this question : 

It would scorn to bo evident from a 
common-sense standpoint tha t taxes on 
wools or llax or other raw materials, 
which our manufacturers must import, 
must increase tlio cost of production to 
them, and, to recoup themselves, that 
they must throw over the increased cost 
upon the consumer. And it would seem 
evident also that increased taxes on im- 
ports of finished goods must increase 
their cost to tlio ultimate buyers. And 
it would further seem clear that a high 
tariff on competing imports may give op- 
portunity for American manufacturers 
to form pools and rings, as they do in 
many cases, and to force np their pi ices 
on consumers to tho liigh-tax level. To 
say that it is not the intent and • ffcct of 
a higher tariff on imports to increase 
their cost to consumers, is to say that 
conditions of absolute free trade must be 
the aim and effect of such tariff. Such a 
tariff must of course be useless as a 
measure of protection. What do the 
Republicans expect to gain in tho long 
run liy now attempting to blind the* eyes 
of the people to so manifest a fact?

According to thu 
Boston Herald, Col. Allen first asseited 
that carpets hid been reduced in price. 
Then Arthur T. Lyman of the Lowell 
carnet company who was given as the 
authority of Mr. Allen’s table, wrote that 
carpets had In en increased in price be- 
cause of the new tariff. Then another 
carpet manufacturer indignantly denied 
what Mr. Lyman said; and then a man 
who is himself *a republican and a pro- 
tectionist offered to produce hills in 
which that last manufacturer had in- 
creased the prices of $0000 worth of his 
goods from $1.12 1-2 a yard, the price of 
a year ago, to $1.22 this year. IIow this 
.world is given to lying, and never more 
so than when tho disputants see differ- 
ent sides of the political shield.

study the art of making voters iu a cam- 
paign, as illustrated by the success of 
rfheir opponents. Massachusetts, New 
York and Ohio are the three states whose 
campaigns have attracted most atteution. 
Jn New York the Tammany issue ought 
Xo defeat the Democrats, and iu Ohio the 
■free-silver plank in the Democratic plat- 
form has been a great burden for that 
party to carry, and ought to lose them 
the election, on accouut of the good in- 
fluence it would have on the country. In 
^his state we have no Tammany party, j 
and the Democratic ‘platform on silver 1 
was even sounder than that of the Re- 
publican Massachusetts has always had 
such au overwhelming Republican major- 
ity that were it uoc for the overturn ot 
3ast year, no one would have much doubt 
<of the result. We have such a whole- 
some ballot law, and both sides have 
taken such unusual pains to educate the 
voters, that, there is uot so much reliance 
to be placed on a strict billowing of 
party as in former years.^i’he leaders 
on both sides would give a good deal to 
Have half the confidence they claim to 


1 enough to make every respectable voter 
turn prohibitionist at once. However, 

I both sides are so watchful in this cam- 
paign that neither can make any secret 
deal without having it fully advertised 
by the other, so that all the facts will 
probably bo known before eleotion day 

Newton people should not forgot that 
! two representatives aro to be elected 
J from Newton next Tuesday, as wi ll as a 
i governor. The Republican candidates, 
Messrs. Chester and Howard, havo 
served one year with credit to them- 
selves and to the city, and havo shown 
themselves safe and trustworthy repre- 
sentatives. All Nowton matters that 
oame up received their careful attention, 
and Messrs. Chester and Howard deserve 
a re-election. Tho Republican majority 
iu Newton is such a large one, that it is 
not neccosary to make any extended ap- 
peals in behalf of tin so candidates, and 
there is no doubt of tho'r olcction.

Tuk people of West Newton are left 
without a public hall by the occupation 
of City hall by the City Engineer’s staff 
and by the leasing of Nickerson’s hall to 
the Odd Fellows. The closing ofCity hall is 
regarded as a grievance, inasmuch as the 
West Newton people contributed some 
$15,000 to havo the preseut structure lo- 
cated in their ward. The bo rd of aider- 
men took the matter in hand, and have 
made arrangements for a danciug school 
to have the hall from 4 toO Monday after- 
noons, g ready to the delight of the 
■officers on the floor below, who love the 
sound of tripping feet and a dancing or- 
chestra. But life is not all bliss, and the 
City Eugiuecr’s youug meu are to be en- 
closed -by a canvas partition during the 
dancing school bouts. A modern hall, 
not higher up than the second story, and 
nicely litt.d up, would prove a paying 
investment for some enterprising citizen 
in West Newton, and it would draw con- 
siderable patronage from tho other wards 
besides. The north side of the city is 
very poorly supplied with halls, while 
the south side havo Associate’s hall and 
Lincoln hall, both modern and easy of 
access, and available for any kind of 
social events. 


Tiie two constitutiomil amendments 
to be voted on next Tuesday are not at- 
tracting the attention they should receive, 
and many voters hardly know that any 
such amendments are to be voted upon. 
One amendment is that in relation to 
poll-taxes, the preseut law making the 
prepayment of poll-taxes necessary be- 
fore the voter can cast his ballot. The 
opponents of the present law call it 
making a $2 bill of morn importance 
than a man, and the amendment will if 
adopted repeal this poll-tax restriction, 
and if people understand its purport the 
amendment will doubtless be adopted. 
The second amendment to be voted on 
■makes a m ij irity of the members of 
either branch of the general court a 
quotum to do business. Both amend- 
ments are described in the warrant for 
the city eluctiou, given in another 
column.

| To the Editor of the GRAiuur: 

The above is the question every intelli- 
gent. fair-miuded and self-poised man 
should ask himself. What elements of 
character should we demand in an 
honored chief of our executive depart- 
ment?

What 
greater relevancy is there, iu introduc- 
ing the above national questions into a 
gubernatorial canvass, than iu one for 
mayor of our city, a judge in our courts, 
a representative or a senator for our 
state legislature? 

Iu sympathy with many of our citizens 
of both parties, as witness the admirable 
and timely letter of Edwin D. Mead, the 
Republican, in Tuesday's Herald, 1

the HISTORY OF Till. AMERICAN Ft. AO, 

The history of our Mag may bo traced 
far back to the early Hanover kings, 
when this country was not a nation, but 
belonged to Great Britain, For a long 
time, the colonies had earned banners 
designed by themselves, as the “pine- 
tree” tlag of Now England. New Eng- 
land rarely used the royal colots. With- 
in each colony many colonial Mags were 
used. These varied greatly in desigtt, 
but the union colors were considered 
the proper emblem of the English 
colonies. 

Just before the Uevolutiou, when the 
Stamp Act gave a common interest to 
tho colonies which were formerly sepa- 
rate, a matter of much discussion was 
tho subject of a Mag which should Mtly 
Moat over the united colonies, in resist- 
ance to the injuries which were indicted 
on them. 

Duriug tho commotion about the 
Stamp Act, flag-staffs called “liberty 
poles” were erected on tho buildings, but 
all tho time the king's colors Moated 
from them. Lu April, 1775, though, the 
British had shed American blood at 
Lexington, and the New England farmers 
had met them at Concord. The so-called 
American army was ready to defend the 
rights of tho people, and the king's 
colors must bo cast aside and a new ban- 
ner established. 

Many designs were otTored, and differ- 
ent Mags were adopted. Of these, one 
was tho Mag that Col. Moultrie raised 
over Fort Sullivan in Charlestown har- 
bor. The design was a blue Meld with a 
silver crescent, and tho one word, Liberty. 
This was the Mag that valiant Sergeant 
J as par rescued. In the winter of 1775, 
Benjamin Franklin, Mr. Lynch and Mr. 
Harrison went to the camp at Cambridge 
and consulted about the colonial Hag. 
As the basis of the new Hag they adopted 
thirteen horizontal stripes, alternately 
red and white. As a recognition of Eng- 
land's sovereignty, the union in the up- 
per left-hand corner bore the combined 
crosses of St. George and Sr. Andrew. 
This Mag was known as the grand union 
flag, and was used during tho first part 
of the war. 

After the Declaration of Independence 
all thoughts of a reunion with Great 
Britain was put aside, so tint, tho uuiou 
on tho Mag was not only without mean- 
ing, hut it was contradictory. Congress 
decreed that the union should be thirteen 
white stars on a blue Meld, representing 
the thirteen colonies. It is said that the 
first United States flag having the stars 
and stripes was made out of a soldier’s 
white shirt, an old blue army coat and a 
red flannel skirt. 

The Mag with the circle of stars in the 
centre of the field became tho ensign of 
the now republic. The admissiou of 
other states into thu Union, however, 
started the method of adding a star and 
stripe for each new state. The act which 
authorized this was nut with opposition, 
and though it was passed, it did not 
establish a rule. 

This Mag with Hfteeu stars and stripes 
was carried through the war of 1812, and 
during the troubles with Tripoli aud 
France. 

The addition of stripes destroyed the 
symmetry of the Mag, and all the flags 
did not have the same number, so the 
matter was referred to a committee. 
On Captain Iieid’s suggestion, it was de- 
cided to have the liag consist of thirteen 
stripes to remind us of the“old thirteen” 
colonies that won for us independence, 
aud that the number of stars should cor- 
respond with the number uf states, a 
new star bciug added on the admission 
of a state into the Union. The addition 
of stais should take place on the Fourth 
of July succeeding the admission of the 
state. Since then our fl.tg has continued 
under this law. 

The history of the Mag in the Civil 
War is too well known to need review- 
ing. It is euougu to say that our people 
found if was something beside “a paint- 
ed rag.” An Audersouville prisoner 
said, “When I went into battle, I saw 
more than a Mag leading on. There was 
liberty, aud peace and prosperity repre- 
sented in that standard, and when if was 
in danger I forgot myself in my enthusi- 
asm for ils safely. “This is thu feeling 
which every true American ought to 
experience. 

During t lie Civil War, the Confederacy 
had a particular ll.ig. Tho “Slurs and 
Bars,” .is it was usually called, consisted 
of a blue union containing at first seven, 
aud liter eleven, white stars, arranged in 
a circle. The body of the Hag was made 
up of three very broad horizontal stripes, 
or “bars,” the middle one white and the 
two others red. The last tlag of the 
Confederacy had for a union a red field, 
charged with a blue saltier, with a nar- 
row horde r ol w hite, on which w’ere 
tbirteeu white stars. The field was com- 
posed of two vertical bars, the first white 
and the second red. 

Tho colors of our (lag are the famous 
“red, white and blue.” The red signi- 
fies diviue love, valor and war. To 
soften this the while lends truth, hope, 
purity and peace, while “blue” crow ns 
them with loyalty, sincerity and justice. 

Our present flag contains fourty-four 
stars, which uie an at ged in the follow- 
ing order: The upper and lower rows 
have eight stars, and the second, third, 
fourth and filth rows consist of seven 
stars each. When used separately, the 
blue union containing tho stars is called 
the l.’uion Jack. 

It may be of interest to know that the 
original flag, the first one ever known to 
exist as the emblem of thu original thir- 
teen states, was carried in thu great G.A. 
K. procession in Boston on the twelfth of 
August, 18P0. The owner of this torn 
but glorious ensign is Mrs. Harriet it. 1'. 
.Station! of Cottage City. 

The latest and one of the noblest 
chapters in the history of our flag is thu 
presentation of the flag by patiiotic citi- 
zens to the Kchoolhouses in America. 
The young Americans are learning more 
aud more to care for their country, aud 
the time may come for them to prove 
their loyalty. If America should have 
another war, there will be pleuty of 
brave men to fight for their country, 
aud women, too, it may be hoped, that 
she w ill have reason to be proud of. 

Let us si rive to be able to say with 
Daniel Webster, “When the standard of 
thu Uuiou is raised and waves oyer my 
head, the standard which Washington 
planted ou thu ramnarts of thu Constitu- 
tion, God foibid that 1 should enquire 
whom the people have commissioned to 
unfurl it, and bear it up: 1 ouly ask, in 
wliat manner, as an humble individual, 
i can best discharge my duty in defend- 
ing it.

NO EVIDENCE TO SHOW IT WAS ON AC- 
COUNT OF NATIONALITY. 

The assuiit on Mr William W. Jacques 
ami daughter of Boston by a Florentine 
mob last M »y has been investigated by 
tin state department at Washington, and 
within a few days Mr. Jacques his re- 
ceived the following letter front .Voting 
Secretary of State William F. Wharton: 

Department of State, I 

Washington, Oct. 2.‘l, 18H2. I 

William W. Jacques. Esq., 125 Milk St., 
Boston—Sir: Kefening to my letter of 
the 17th of August last, l have now to 
inform you that Mr. Jamos Vernor Long, 
our consul at Florence, has reported to 
tho department facta of tho assault by a 
mob on yon and your daughter while 
driving through the streets of that city 
on the first of M ay last. 

There is no evidence whatever to show 
that you were assailed on account of 
nationality. Several carriages containing 
Italian subjects received like violence at 
the hands of the mob. The local authori- 
ties acted with promptness and energy 
in arresting as many as practicable of 
the participants in the disorder of tho 
day. 

Consul Diller promptly brought your 
case to the attention to the clieif of po- 
lice ot Floicnce, who did his best, but 
without success, to find out who your 
assailants were. 

About 100 persons wero attested for 
rioting, 44 of whom wore released, after 
24 hours* detention, upon the paymont of 
tines, the evidenco against them not be- 
ing very strong. Fifty-six were tried by 
tho court, two of whom wero released, 
and 54 sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment, varying from three months to three 
years. The judgments in tho cases of 
those convicted were affirmed upon ap- 
peal except as to six. whose imprison- 
ment was somewhat commuted. The 
consul adds that, among tho persons pun- 
ished were probably tho assailants of 
yourself and daughter.

The Oakland ladies Irpve been having a 
three days’ “World’s Fair” all by them 
sevels. It was held nt the large ami 
elegant mansion of Mr. and Mrs. Murry 
for ttie benefit of tho V. W. C. Associa- 
tion building, and it proved a success 
socially and financially. The fair was 
divided into courts of various national- 
ities, as the Egyptian. Grecian, Hawaiian, 
etc. An international coffee garden was 
added in which were various refresh- 
; incuts. 

In the Itussi in court tho walls wero 
adorned with furs and the ladies were 
dressed in Russian costumes. The 
visitor to this court was handed a por- 
i trait of Mr. Geo. Kennati and a paper 
containing a full account of Mr. Kenuau’s 
! travels in Russia. The Egyptian court 
had a real dead mummy, said to he as 
j old as California’s "big trees.” Hiero- 
glyphics told an Egyptian legend, and 
an Egyptian newspaper was hung up for 
inspection, which was published in 
Alexandria. Cleopatra and Mark An- 
tony were found in a tableau, and an 
Arabian love song lent a charm .to this 
old style court. 

The French and German courts were 
elegant, and the rich German mountain 
songs and thu soft tonus of tho horn 
weio woll appreciated. 

The Sandwich Isiauds court exhibited 
many native weapons, models of grass 
houses, woven curtains and mats. The 
ladies were Avreathed in flowers and wore 
the picturesque costume of the uatives. 
Songs from the guitar and mandolin 
added to the attraction. Tho poi bowl 
was brought out and a delicacy prepared 
from kolo root was tasted by those avIio 
could be persuaded so to do.

It is well known that there are rnauy

plumage of the bird lying by the spring, 
had run aud picked it up and had inhaled 
the fumes of the deadly spring and died 
with the pretty bird iu her hand. 

Mr. Latemi Tashidu, a young Japanese 
of Oakland, educated at Vale, is en- 
deavoring to do his best for the Sweden- 
borgian doctrines. Hu has undertaken 
the herculean task of translating thu 
writings of Swedenborg into Japanese. 
In Tokio there are said to bo about two 
hundred Swedcnborgians, and Mr.

Hu 
thinks tho translated books will he wide- 
ly circulated, and as a result there will 
bo largo accessions there to tho Sweden- 
borgiau society.

STRUCK TWICE WITH A KNIFE RY AL-

Jamos Woodlock of Brighton, n brakr- 
niiin in the employ of the Boston A- Al- 
bany railroad, w as seriously stubbed on an 
outward hound passenger train from 
Boston just, as it reached tho Newton 
Highlands station, about 0 o'clock last 
Saturday evening. 

His assailant, was Alphonso Boullcti, a 
Canadian, residing in Newton Upper 
Falls. 

Bnullen had boon drinking, and went 
out on the platform of tho train. Wood- 
lock made him go back into tho car, and 
forced him to take a scat, holding him 
down for a* few minutes until ho ceased 
to offer resistance. 

As tho train was stopping at tho New- 
ton Highlands station, Woodlock passed 
through tho car occupied by Houllcu with 
a couple of lanterns iu his hands. Boul- 
len sprung from his soat and stabbed 
Woodlock twice with a knife. 

The first knife thrust entered li is chin, 
the blado taking an upward course and 
making an ugly gasli about five inches 
long, extending from the centre of his 
chin to the angle of tho jaw under his 
left ear, very narroAvly escaping tho ca- 
rotid artery. 

The second thrust avus received in tho 
forehead, the blade entering above the 
left eye ami passing downward, slitting 
the nose open. 

After the cutting Bonllcn made his 
way out of the train, and ran down tho 
tracks. Ho was followed by Conductor 
Smith, who came up with him on Walnut 
street, and succeeded in inducing him to 
return to the station. 

Bonllcn still kept his knife in his hand, 
ready for use. but upon arriving at the 
station closed it and put it in his pocket 
Conductor Smith then grabbed him, but 
the fellow got away, smith gavo chase, 
caught him again and knocked him 
down. 

In the stugulo that ensued Boullen tried 
to again use his knife, but only succeed- 
ed in slashing a hole in Smith’s trousers. 
Ho finally throw the knife away, and was 
overpowered and handcuffed by Officer 
Fletcher who took him to the central 
police station at West Newton and lock d 
him up. 

The knife, which was of the ordinary 
pocket description, was found near tho 
scene of the encounter. A portion of the 
blade was broken off, leaving a stub 
about two inches long, which was 'veil 
ground and very sharp. 

Woodlock had his wounds dressed by 
Dr. Dean and was subsequently taken to 
his home in Brighton by Officer Mitchell. 
His injuries arc not considered serious, 
although he suffered great loss <»f blood. 

Boullen said to Conductor Smith that 
he meant to cut Woodlock's throat, and 
to the officers, after his arrest, that lie 
wished that lie had slashed Conductor 
Smith for his efiorts in aiding his cap- 
ture. 

Ho was tried in court Monday and 
pleaded guilt y, and was held in 81000 
bonds for trial at tho Superior court.

themselves solve the groat problem. 

But they must be helped. Will you 
not aid in putting this institution, tho 
only one in tho country wliioli i i exclu- 
sively the product of the colored people, 
upon a permanent basis?

The Tuskegee Normal and Industrial 
Institution. 

To the Editor of the Ghatiuc: 

Permit me to iuvito your attention to 
an Institution that appeals most strongly 
to the benevolent for aid, tho Tuskegee 
Normal and Industrial Institute, located 
at Tuskegee, Alabama. It was started 
by a colored man, Mr. Booker T. Wash- 
ington, a graduate of Hampton, in 1881 
in a church, with 30 pupils, and has had 
a rapid and remarkable growth, until 
now it lias 450 students in the Normal 
department, and 281 in the training 
school, 78L iu all, and 31 officers and 
teachers in the various departments. It 
is chartered by the state of Alabama, 
from which it receives an annual appro- 
priation of $3000. Its property, consist- 
ing of 1400 acres of land, with tho build- 
ups and improvements, is worth at least 
$125,000, and is entirely free of debt* 
This property is held by a board of trusf 
tees, half of whom are white and hal. 
colored. Gen. O. O. Howard and Rev. T- 
8. Childs, D. D., are members of this 
b >ard. 

From its commencement none but 
colored teachers have been employed, so 
that iu all that it is, it stands as a monu- 
ment of what the colored people can 
accomplish when encouraged by judi- 
cious help, and what they are capable of 
doing for the elevation of their race. 

A white Democratic paper, published 
at Tuskegee, says of the school, “Of all 
the schools for tho education of colored 
people in Alabama, the Tuskegee school 
stands at tho head.” 

The system of study aud work is most 
admirably arranged. Every student 
must work, “for purposes of discipline 
and instruction and of teaching the dig- 
nity of labor.” 

Instruction is given in eighteen differ- 
ent industries, and pupils can thoroughly 
learn thu trades of their choice, and the 
labor department is so arranged that 
work does not interfere with study. 

Every pupil pays for board, either iu 
cash or partly in cash and partly in labor. 
Tuition only is free, being provided for 
by $3 hoo from the state and contributions 
fiom the benevolent. 

The institution is thoroughly and ear- 
nestly Christian iu its teaching and influ- 
ence. It lias a Young Men’s Christian 
Association, a Young People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor, and one of King’s 
Daughters. Each of these societies lias 
its weekly prayer meeting and does mis- 
sionary work iu the neighborhood. 
Every t tudent is required to have a Bible, 
and to regard it as one of his text-books 
for daily study. 

Some of the regulations for guarding 
the habits and morals of the pupils might 
well he adopted in our white schools, 
such us the following: 

“The use of intoxicating drinks and 
tobacco is stiictly forbidden.” 

“Dice and card playing are positively 
prohibited.” 

The interest which the colored people 
take iu this institution is made manifest 
by thu facts tUat it has students from 
nearly every county iu Alabama, and 
represoutlvcH from thirteen states, aud 
that it is not an uncommon occurence 
for pupils to leave tho schools taught by 
white teachers aud come to this. 

The utmost limit of it* accomodations 
has been reached, and many now have to 
he turned away. Surely tho benevolent 
will not permit this statu of things to 
continue. If the money to provide the 
ueuessary accommodations can he 
secured, the number of its students cun 
he doubled and its iufluuucc tor good be 
increased iu like proportion. 

Its yearly current expenses, for meet-

China. 

The religions of tlio West (Christian 
countries) liavo for tlieir objoot tlio in- 
culcation of virtue, and though people 
become converts they still ** remain 
Chinese subjects, and continuo to be 
Ainonable to tlio jurisdiction of tlio local 
authorities. 

There is no reason why tlioro should 
not bo harmony between tho ordinary 
people and tlio adherents of (foreign) 
religions, nnd t lio wliolo trouble arises 
from lawless ruffians fabricating baseless 
stories, nnd making an opportunity for 
creating a disturbance. 

’Tlieso significant extracts from n ro- 
cont edict of Ivuang Ilsu, Emperor of 
China, surely show that oven in our day 
“God moves in a mysterious way Ilis 
wonders to porform.” 

Almost simultaneous riots in many 
provinces have caused the Emperor of 
China to feel his “dragon throne’’ begin 
to tromblo. The Omnipotent has, on a 
mometr ous so a .caused “the wrath of 
man to praise Him,” by making this 
heathen emperor, on June 13, 1801, issue 
this most remarkable edict to tho hun- 
dreds of millions of his subjects. 

Never before in this empire has the 
status of Christianity boon so clearly 
nud authoritatively stated. Even since 
Christianity made an entrance into this 
“Middle Kingdom” many Chinese, con- 
sidciing Christianity a seditious organ- 
ization, have kept themselves nloof from 
examining its claims, while many others, 
convinced of its truth, have feared to 
unite with the Christian church, lest 
they should bo branded as traitors, or, at 
least, disloyal to tho Chinese government. 

This imperial edict completely sweeps 
away all such doubts and fears. It dis- 
tinctly states '‘though people become 
convetts they still remain Chinese sub- 
jects.” 

Hereafter, auy or all of China’s mil- 
lions may know that they can become 
Christians without in the least dissolv- 
ing allegiance to the Chinese govern- 
ment. In fact there is greater religious 
liberty in Chiua today than in liussia, 
aud in some other European countries. 
In Chinn, by this imperial edict, Chris- 
tianity has liberty enough. 

The call last year, at the General 
Missionary Conference in Shanghai, for 
one thousand uow missionaries within 
five years, was not a whit too soon. 
Now, then, let all loyal Christians earn- 
estly beseech tho throne of grace. Let 
generous gifts strengthen our forces ar.d 
carry on tho work. Let the God-chosen 
recruits promptly fill our ranks. “Tho 
harvest truly is plenteous, but tbe labor- 
ers are few.” Pray! give! come!

COSTELLO WHIPPING CASE. 


MISS PADDOCK OFFICIALLY SUSTAINED IN 

PUNISHING THE GIRL. 

A meeting of the Ward 3 district com- 
mittee of the Newton school board was 
held at the residence of Mrs. Abby E. 
Davis, Greenwood avenue, West Newton, 
Saturday afternoon, for the purpose of 
considering the case of Miss Elizabeth 
Paddock, a teacher in the Franklin 
saltgol, charged with cruelly whipping 
Nellie Costello, one of her pupils, on Oct. 
12 . 

The members of the committee present 
were Mis. Davis, Roy. II. U. Muuro and 
lilr. Lawrence Rond. 

* Tho fact was .brought out that the 
teacher suffered great provocation before 
resorting to punishment of tho Costello 
girl. It was shown that the girl had 
bitten aud kicked the teacher, whose 
thumb was sprained in the encounter. 

The rule of the school board which 
provides that every moral means shall be 
used before resorting to corporal punish- 
ment, aud then only with the permission 
ot either of the head master or superin- 
tendent of schools, was considered in 
coming to a decision in tho case, as it 
had been said that Miss Paddock admin- 
istered the punishment without obtain- 
ing tho uccssary permission from her 
superiors. 

it was found that authority had been 
given Miss Paddock by the superinten- 
dent of schools, not especially in the 
Costello case but to cover all cases in 
her class during tiie present term. 
Similar authority had been given to 
other assistant teacher in the city, the 
object being to render unnecessary the 
trouble of going to tho head master in 
every individual ease. 

Tho committee unanimously voted to 
sustuiu Miss Paddock in the Costello 
case, deciding that tho punishment w as 
merited, and not brutal, as chargod. 

The injuries to the gill's arm, in the 
opinion of the committee, had been 
greatly aggravated by her resistance to 
the teacher’s authority.

KEY. NAM SMALL AT NEWTON. 

IIR DISCUSSES STATE AND NATION A I. IS- 
SUES AT A 1*110 II I (II CION ItAI.f.V. 

Rev. Sant Small of Georgia was the 
star Attraction at a largely attended and 
ontb isinstic Prohibition rally held j 
in tho City Hall, West Newton, Tues- 
day evening. It was tbe llrat public 
political meeting, under tbe auspices of 
tlio Newton Prohibitionists, in ibr pres- 
ent campaign. There was a large repre- 
sentation of colored nten in t he audience. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairmnn Patridge ot the state commit- 
tee. Mr. F. F. Davidson of Auhmndalu 
presided, and made a short introductory 
address. He was followed by John Dun- 
ham, an eloquent young colored man 
from North Carolina, and Mr. .James H. 
Wolf of Boston, familiarly known in 
political circles as tbe father of tbe 
Armstrong movement. Mr. Wolf said 
among other things tliat be wanted tbe 
colored men to vote the Prohibition 
ticket because it was their duty and be- 
cause tbe Prohibition party represented 
tbe true principles upon which tho Re- 
publican party bad won all its victories 
in the past. The Prohibition party was 
willing to vote for a colored man for a 
state office, aud for tbe interests of tbe 
colored race it is necessary to elect 
colored men to ofti ;e. Their influence is 
needed in obtaining employment for and 
promoting tbe welfare of the colored 
people. 

Rov. Sam Small was accorded a hearty 
welcome. Ho commenced his address by 
statements in proof of the constitutional- 
ity of prohibition. Continuing, be said: 
Tbe Prohibition party is iu tbe fight for 
national supremacy, aud we intend, 
sooner or later, to rule this country by 
the principle of temperance, for tho 
peace, comfort, happiness aud sobriety 
of our people. Some one says you can’t 
make sober men by statute! What fool 
ever said you could? Prohibition is not 
argued as a means of making men sober 
by law. It is advocated, however, to 
quit making men drunk by law. 

A great deal of interest is taken in tbe 
movements of tbe Prohibitionists just 
uow iu this state, be said. Tbe Republi- 
cans, especially, are troubled with tbe 
activity aud enthusiasm of tbe Prohibi- 
tion campaign, although they say they 
can’t toll where we get tbe money to 
carry it on, and insinuate that tbe ueces- 
sary funds come from tbe treasury of 
tho Democratic party. That is not true. 
Why Lodge proved that tbe Democrats 
themselves were bard up. Tbe Republi- 
can speakers, by tbe way, have been do- 
iug yeoman service iu the way of recall- 
ing to tlio Republican fold the strays 
who last year refused to swallow the 
McKinley bill. They are saying you 
voted against tbe McKinley bill iguoraut- 
ly, aud we now vrant you to follow your 
true teachers and leaders. What a sight 
it will be to see these uou compos Re- 
publicans crawliug through Henry Cabot 
Lodge’s widely exteoded legs. 1 want 
to bo around aud view tbe procession. 
[Applause. j 

In conclusion, tho speaker made an 
earnest appeal for tbe principles of pro- 
hibition, urging his auditors to vote the 
entire Prohibition ticket.

For one dozen muffins use one pint of 
flour, a generous half pint of milk, two 
teaspoonfuls of Cleveland’s Baking 
Powder, half a teaspoonful of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, three table- 
spoonfuls of butter and two eggs.
